A Tidewater Community College professor has 
asserted that local military installations have received 
orders to beef up base security in the wake of the 
terrorist bombing in Beirut which killed hundreds of 
U.S. Marines. 

"They would be almost negligent if they didn't draw 
some profit from the unfortunate experience in 
Lebanon," said Dr. John Sbrega, Chairman of the 
Division of Social Sciences, Tidewater Community 
College, Green Run. "They don't need to make it like 
an armed camp," Sbrega, who has just published a 
360-page monograph entitled "Anglo-American Rela- 
tionships and Colonialism in East Asia, 1941- 
1945, continued. "But they need do to more. I don't 
doubt that they haven't already received wders to be 
more vigilant about their on and off base trespassers a 
travelers."

Preserving.The Wilderness 



Editor, The Virginia Beach Sun: 

We are writing to your readers about a matter which 
we hope is of mutual concern-preserving a small por- 
tion of Virginia as wilderness, both for our own use and 
enjoyment and for the benefit of future generations. 

A coalition of Virginia citizens' groups has proposed 
14 areas for wilderness designation. All of these areas 
are located within the boundaries of the George 
Washington and Jefferson National Forests. They are 
among a very limited number of places left in Virginia 
which retain their wild character and possess natural 
values o^ unusually rare quality in terms of scenery, 
plant species and wildlife-qualifications necessary for 
protection under the Wilderness Act. Together they 
represent only 5.6%^of the total acreage of Virginia's 
national forests. 

Atjhc p^MOBt time, Ro^wwtal've James R. OJin 
and Representative Frc«rii:k C. Boucher, whose 
congresstional districts encompass most of the George 
Washington and Jefferson National Forests, arc 
seriously considering joint introduction of a Virginia 
wilderness bill during this session of Congress. Their 
decision depends upon the amount of support they per- 
ceive for wilderness from all over the state. Right now, 
each letter or phone call received in favor of wilderness 
plays a particularly jignificanl role. 

Many people wonder why wilderness designation is 
necessary, since these areas are already within the boun- 
daries of Virginia's national forests. The unsettling fact 
is that, as ordinary national forest land, they may have 
their natural character completely changed with full 
legality by the works of man; i.e., by "development" 
as by logging, roading, damming, construction of 
buildings, etc. But, with protection under the Wilder- 
ness Act, the natural character of an area may not be in- 
terfered with nor altered in any way. Instead, it must be 
protected to insure uninterrupted continuance without 
man-made change. 



Among many benefits of wilderness are: preservation 
of a bit of our unique national heritage; water and soil 
conservation; air purification; provision of essential 
habitat leading to protection of genetic diversity; ex- 
cellent hunting and fishing; opportunities for recreation 
and scientific study; preservation of uncommon natural 
beauty wherein one can find solitude, peace and in- 
spiration; and reassurance that such areas still exist for 
ourselves and as investments for the future. The need 
for such areas is growing and the number of suitable 
acres is shrinking-both as a result of ever-increasing 
population pressure. 

Wilderness designations are aptly described as gifts- 
gifts to us from the past and legacies to future 
generations. They are so much more^han mere parcel^ 
of land. Within a wttdtrnesV'afea existslhe jriie essence 
of Biiluffi»£ach fie^a^»wM^t«r« »ta^k^»peik4tod^^ 
goes a unique experience according to his own interests. 
Do we dare let the last of the truly wild areas in Virginia 
slip away? Do we have the right to deprive future 
generations of this natural and national treasure? 

Please write or call Representatives Olin and 
Broucher and express your feelings about wilderness. 
Your own Representative, G. William Whitehurst, must 
also be made aware that there are a significant number 
of people in his district who favor wilderness 
designations, since his support of the bill, once it is in- 
troduced, will be critical to its passage. The address for 
all representatives is: U.S. House of Representatives, 
Washington, D.C. 20515; the telephone number for the 
Capitol switchboard is: 202-224-3121 .

It is impossible not tp. "ihed a tear when a 
bugler sounds "Taps" with clarity and 
reverence at a memorial for a loved one, whose 
life is snuffed out (or silenced) in the line of 
duty. 

And so it was on the lawn in front of the 
Corrections Building at Virginia Beach recen- 
tly as the Council of Virginia Beach Rescue 
Squads held its First Memorial Dedication in 
memory of John (Jack) Small who died over a 
year ago during a cardiac rescue mission, 
' With rain threatening Small's family, city 
dignitaries. Council Members, and friends 
stood as the Honor Guard of Virginia Beach's 
Fire Department presented colors. The 
welcome was given by Ms. Elsie Benson, 
President of the Council of Virginia Beach 
Rescue Squads. 

Ms. Benson then introduced Mayor Louis 
R. Jones, after the flag was flown at half-mast 
and the pledge of allegiance was spoken. 

' I wish to express extreme gratitude," said 
Jones, "for the opportunity to mention the 
5(X) volunteer rescue squad members whose 
loyalty and expert talents are given to this City 
each year; it is an honor to be here and to 
remember Jack Small." 

Bruce Edwards, Chaplain and Coordinator 
of the Office of Emergency Medical Services, 
remarked that he has known Jack Small and 
his family for years, and stated that he was a 
leader and a faithful volunteer worker, whose 
patients came before his own needs. "We 
honor his death today," he said.

"I don't think international terrorism was really a 
major concern in the '50's and '60's the way ii has 
become in the '70's and '80's." Sbrega said. "It's 
almost as if the airplane hijackings in the late 196()'s 
and the Munich Olympics, that was almost a signal that 
a new era in terrorism had taken place." 

Sbrega said the pressure of combat may have allowed 
the Marine headquarters to be destroyed. 

"I've seen it in Viet Nam, " he said. "When you're 
on warning or on alert almost every day and every hour; 
there's been a report that a suspected Viet Cong attack 
was in this area tomorrow or something like that; when 
you're faced with that 24 hours a day it's hard to keep 
up the real vigilance that you need, lliere's just too 
much pressure and too much tension." 

The Virginia Beach Sun contacted several Uxal 
military bases to determine if, in Nght of recent over 
seas military actions, base security has been incieascd. 

A spokesman for Fleet Combat Training Center 
Atlantic - Dam Neck, said, "everything is running as it 
normally does. No increase." 

At Naval Air Station. Oceana, Public Affairs 
spokesman Ace Ewers said in light of the recent 
overseas military activities "We've taken some 
precautions." including additional patrolling by Navy 
Seabees. 

Answers to the question could not be obtained from 
the other bases by deadline.

Why do voters choose a particular candidate? 

"In many instances the voters can't perceive a dif- 
ference one way or another," Sheffer said. "And con- 
sequenliy they choose either not to vote or to close their 
eyes and vote when they walk into the polling booth; 
usually voting with the last piece of information submit- 
ted to them, and I have historically been appalled at the 
idea of how you can hand out information at the polling 
booth. Or, you vote for the lesser of two evils." 

How can the voter intelligently evaluate the can- 
didates? 

"One of the things is you loolc for a prior performan- 
ce, a prior record," Sheffer said. "That is, if the in- 
dividual has any kind of track record. More important 
than that, I would argue, you would look at the back- 
ground of the individual. You look at intelligence in 
terms of education." 
How important is money to winning an election? 
"Certainly at the national level, money is probably 
the singly most important characteristic to getting an 
individual elected to higher public office," Sheffer said. 
"When candidates running for office spend a great deal 
of money, there is always the tendency that the op- 
ponent makes the charge that 'my opponent is buying 
the election;' and historically, that has been a very suc- 
cessful ploy. That immediately hits home with the fiscal 
conservative attitudes that have grown up with the nor- 
mal Virginia voter.^' 
Should voters believe what candidates promise? 
"They ought to be somewhat circumspect about what 
they listen to and about what they believe in when can- 
didates make these open-ended super-pious remarks 
about how good I am, how effective 1 am and where my 
money is coming from." 

How important is incumbency? Even one-year in- 
cumbency? 

"The incumbents in Virginia races maintain an ex- 
traordinarily strong edge, as you can see in the two un- 
contested House races," Sheffer said. "The idea of in- 



cumbency somehow connotes a degree of magic, a 
degree of experience, a degree of availability and a 
degree of somewhat more polished intelligence." 

Short of the incumbent commiting any major crimlnfll 
sM^ts, can a challenger unseat an incumbent? 

"Short of those obvious things, it would be almost 
impossible," Sheffer said. "The only way a challenger 
could do it, it would require an extraordinarily in- 
telligent, articulate challenger who would be able to 
have the resources and obviously be able to spend a 
great deal of money for one, name recognition, and two 
he's got to be able to take on the incumbent's political 
record in Richmond point by point. 

"To do that automatically opens the challenger up to 
charges that he is trying to buy the election," Sheffer 
continued. "And all the incumbent does is attack it two 
ways. One, my record stands |pr itself; you've been* 
satisfied in the past you can continue to be satisfied in 
the future. This challenger is buying the election, he's 
besmirching me." 

Suppose the voter is unsure what to think? 

"If the voter, faced with the quick idea of incumben- 
cy versus the hard answer that even incumbents can be 
ignorant and ineffectual, you normally take the path of 
least resistance. And in this instance, it usually goes with 
the incumbent." 

Without knowing all there is to know about each can- 
didate, can an average voter make an intelligent 
decision? 

"When I go to the polls on election day I have some 
very specific perceptions of candidate A versus B versus 
C and the last thing I'm going to do is vote for the lesser 
of the two evils," Sheffer said. "If I think that neither 
of the candidates is worthy of my vote I will not waste it 
by voting on the lesser of two evils." 

What impact does local and state elections have on 
national politics? 

"In a sense, nationally it has not effect whatsoever," 
Sheffer said. "The fact that it would could be perceived 
several years ddwn the road."

Ice Cream Stains, KemovinK — If the stains are fresh, 
hold the material under the cold water faucet and, as the 
water runs through, work it between the fingers. If it is 
an old stain, soak it in cold white vinegar for twenty 
minutes, then wash in warm, soapy water. Rinse well 
and allow to dry in the sunshine. 
Ice Cubes— Hot water freezes faster than cold water in 
your freezer. If the guests are coming, empty your ice 
cube trays early, then put the cubes into a plastic con- 
tainer in the refrigerator. You'll have plenty of ice to 
start and more on the way. To prevent your ice cube 
trays from sticking in the freezer spray the outside with 
a vegetable oil or lightly coat them with grease. 
Ice On Sidewalk Or SCeps— The best thing to use is rock 
sail from the hardware store, but ordinary household 
salt can be used in an emergency. Note: A bag of rock 
salt in the trunk of the car is handy in icy conditions. A 
few handfuls under the wheels will give extra traction on 
icy driveways and roads. 

Indoor Plants, Preventing Bugs— When you plant a 
seedling, plant a clove of garlic along with it. As the 
plant grows, so will the garlic. Cut the garlic down from 
time to time and there will be no smell and no bugs. 
Indoor Plants, Restoring the Gloss— If the plant has 
hard leafed foliage, the best thing to use is glycerine. 
Put a few drops in a piece of soft cloth and rub it orjto 
the leaves. If the leaves are soft, soak a cloth in equal 
parts of fresh milk and tepid water. 
Indoor Plants, Sickly— Use the water you boiled your 
eggs in to pep up sickly indoor plants. It's full of 
minerals and does help them. Or make two holes in the 
soil with the epd of your finger. Into each hole pour a 
teaspoonful of Geritol. Don't laugh; it works. Cold tea 
leaves are an excellent fertilizer for all indoor plants.

The Art Of 
Persuasion Is 
Easily Learned 



We call it "the art of gentle persuasion," as if it were 
a talent you had or hadn't. But actually the com- 
munication techniques of the great persuaders are easily 
learned. Morton Hunt reports on some verified ex- 
periments to prove this in the November Reader's 
Digest. His persuasive findings: 

• Use the home-turf advantage. Psychologists at 
Johns Hopkins University found that many people are 
more winning in their own surroundings than in 
someone else's, whether or not they rated high in the 
ability to infiuence others. "When you can't hold 
discussions in your home or office, try to meet on 
neutral ground," Hunt advises, "so the other side won't 
have the home-turf advantage." 

• Look your best. Experiments at the University of 
Massachusetts indicate that attractive volunteers were 
much more successful at influencing people than^re 
their less attractive counterparts. 

• Identify with your listener. Donald J. Moine, a 
psychologist who heads his own communications- 
training firm, discovered that top salespeople "match 
the lone of voice, volume, rhythm and speech of the 
customer and mirror body language, posture and mood. 
Unconsciously, they may even breathe in and out with 
him." (Moine has videotapes to prove this!) 

• Refiect your listener's experience. "If the listener 
indicates that he's worried about something, the per- 
suader who says, 'I understand why you feel thai way,' 
is showing respect and will gain his attention," Hunt 
wriles. 

• Maike a strong case. You'll increase your per- 
suasiveness by giving your listeners solid information 
instead of opinion. But in doing so, keep in mind that 
people who are uncommitted can be as much infiuenced 
by the source of the facts as by the facts themselves. 

"In the past, persuasiveness seemed lo be a 
mysterious and personal gift," Hunt concludes. 
"Today we know that it's largely the result of certain 
communicatiofl skills and techniques that can be lear- 
ned. Toconvinceyourself of this, just try it."

The stock offering, 
which will be to the 
Association's savers, 
borrowers, employees and 
the general public, will 
improve our capital base, 
and thus will improve the 
ability of Atlantic Per- 
manent to serve the 
dynamic growth of Ham- 
pton Roads, as well as to 
expand through mergers 
and acquisitions." 

For the 1983 fiscal year 
ended September 30, on a 
preliminary, unaudited 
basis, Atlantic Permanent 
expects to report earnings 
of $4.75 million. Con- 
tributing to these earnings 
were a major restructuring 
of the mortgage loan por- 
tfolio, a strong construc- 
tion lending program, a 
significantly improved net 
interest spread, higher fee 
income, and the develop- 
ment of a sophisticated 
system to improve the in- 
terest rate sensitivity of its 
asset base and monitor 
and control the cost of 
funds.

cent range for the rest of 
this year and next, a great 
many would-be 

homebuyers will remain 
locked out of the 
market." 

The economist noted 
that although the annual 
rate of existing home sales 
is running well ahead of 
last year's, it still is 34 per- 
cent below the peak rate 
of 4.15 million units 
reached in November 1978 
and 6.8 percent below the 
2.94 million rate three 
months ago. 

The association's 
nationwide survey of local 
boards of Realtors showed 
that September resale ac- 
tivity varied in different 
regions of the country. 

The overall increase in 
resale activity last month 



resulted in a small decline 
in the number of homes 
available for sale nation- 
wide. The 2.44 million 
homes for sale in Septem- 
ber, down from 2.45 
million in August, 
represented a 10.7-month 
supply at the current sales 
pace, according to the 
association report. 



Carlson said the slowing 
pace of the housing 
recovery is resulting in a 
softening of resale home 
prices. The median price 
of an existing single- 
family home in September 
was $70,400, down 1.5 
percent from August. 

"With the September 
median price decline, 
which followed a 0.4 per- 
cent July-to-August 
decline, the nationwide 



median existing-home 
price was only 4.6 percent 
higher than a year ago," 
Carlson said. 

He emphasized that the 
lower resale home prices 
now available should be a 
factor in encouraging 
potential homebuyers who 
want to take advantage of 
the expected home price 
appreciation in the years 
ahead. 



"Resale •homes pur- 
chased today, ^c^n>e, ex-, 
pected to increase in value 
by about 5 percent next 
year and close to 6 percent 
in 1985," he said. 

The economist noted 
that resale home prices 
over the last year have in- 
creased in all regions ex- 
cept the West.

Radiation Therapy At Hospital 



Orte out of five Virginia Beach residents will die frcrni 
cancer, a trend expected to accelerate with the shift 
toward an elderly Virginia Beach populati(Mi. As the 
need for cancer treatment within the state's largest city 
continues and grows, Virginia Beach General Hospital 
is attempting to meet that need. 

Virginia Beach General Hospital received recent 
permission from the State Health C(»nmissioner to 
build a Radiati(»i Therapy Center, VBGH President W. 
Earl Willis recently announced. 

Ideally, treatment of cancer calls for interdisciplinary 
care with participation from surgery, radiotherapy, 
medicine, nuclear medicine, and labwatory services, 
all of which require a variety of specialists. Although at 
times only cme service is needed, the Department of 
Health and Human Services estimates that 61% of all 
cancer victims could benefit from radiaticxi therapy. 

"When it comes to the often inevitable radiation 
therapy, Virginia Beach and Tidewater patients must 
travel to l^torfolk fcM- treatments. Since most of these 
patients are in a weakened physical as well as mental 
and emotional state, simple activities become extreme- 
ly difficult. Making daily trips from Virginia Beach for 
an average of 23 days is an extreme burden for the 
patients and their families, ' Willis said. 

VBGH has attained a high cwnpetency for cancer 
management, but because of the lack of <Mi-site 
radiaiiOT, irtal treatment is difficult few the patient. 



When the new 8,000 square foot unit is in full operation 
by April 1985, on-site radiation therapy will provide the 
needed link in VBGH's multidisciplinary approach to 
cancer management. 

The Radiaticxi Therapy Unit will cost approximately 
$3 million, of which the Auxiliary to the Hospital has 
ccMitributed a substantial portion. "We raised $91,000 
frcnn the annual auciicm and gift shc^ proceeds last 
year," said Joyce Gray, president of the 900-member 
OTganizaticm. 

Eastern Virginia Medical Authority has signed a 
letter of intent to provide physician specialists at the 
new unit and supplement the oncology service VBGH 
offers today. Ihis cooperative effort will provide the 
best of all posible services fa- the preventiai, 
detection, and treatment of cancer. 

VBGH currently maintains highly-sophisticated sup- 
pert and surgical departments, extensive medical 
oncd<«y programs, a tumor registry and educational 
programs for patients. 

The National Cancer Society estimates that with early 
diagnosis and pronpt appropriate treatment, half of 
those who contract cancer can be saved. 

VBGH is working to enact all measures against 
cancer by putting specialists and techndt^y under a 
single roof for the pet^le of Virginia Beach and 
Tidewater.

Army Reveals Who Ordered Hearings 

Army Is Also Prepared To Be Sued, Whether The Permit Is Approved Or Not

A U.S. Army Corps of Engineers official in Washington, calling Virginia Beach's 
pr(^osed Lake Gaston water project extremely sensitive, unique, controversial and 
pditical, has disclosed the names of the perscms responsible for ordering two public 
hearings on the matter. 

The order came frOTi William R. Gianelli, Assistant Secretary of the Army, Qvil 
Wcffks, and from Major General John F. Wall, Directorate of Qvil Works, Office of 
the Chief of Engineers. 

The disclosure was made during a telephone interview with a highly placed Corps 
official who has worked with the project since its inception and who also agreed to 
be interviewed only if his identity was protected. 

Virginia Beach has filed a crucial application with the Corps for a permit to build 
an 85-mile pipeline from Lake Gaston, which straddles the Virginia and North 
Carolina border, to draw water to meet the city's water needs after its agreement to 
buy water from Norfolk ends in the 1990's. The Corps' Norfdk office ccmducted an 
environmental accessment on the project, under the direction of OA, Ronald 
Hudson, and the city also had a private concern study the matter. Both studies 
indicated that there wcRild be no significant impact on the lake and its environs if 
the pipeline was built. Limited public and political opposition to the project, 
however, prompted Gianelli and Wall to order two public hearings, in Virginia 
Beach and Roanoke. Residents surrounding the lake and politicians are calling for a 
mwe vduminous envir<mmental impact statement, thus delaying the project. 

The following is the interview The Virginia Beach Sun ccmducted with the Corps 
official: 



VBS: Was the call for two public hearings on the project standard or roatlne? 

Army: It is not standard or routine but it is not unheard of. In any case that is 
extremely sensitive it's fcgitimate to do that kind of thing just to provide an 
additional forum. 

Why is this project s«B»ltive? 

It's extremely sensitive because there are so many comments coming in. You 
see, we issue literally hundreds of permits everyday in the U.S. and there are very 
few which receive the t^ntion this is. It's a unique case in that it invdvcs water 
being transferred from one drainage structure to another; those drainage structures 
happen to be separated by state boundries; and the downstream portion of that 
drainage structure is in Nwth Carolina, yet most of the water falls and drains in 
Virginia. 

The pipeline itself is probably an issue only to the local residents of the state of 
Virginia and North Cardina that live around it. Some are for it and some are aaainst 
it. The issue of the water is the overriding issue in this case. And that's what has 
caused the thing to be very, very pohtical and very, very sensitive to the 
populations of both states and their representatives. 

Then you acknowledge there are political forces at work in this case? 

I'm certain there are, just based on statements in the newspaper. 

In light of that, couhlo't something be done to expedite matters to hurry op the 
process and possibly save the city millions of dollars? [The city estimates that each 
month the project is delayed will cost the city $1 million]. 

I think the city officials in Virginia Beach are probably correctly concerned that 
there are additional costs. But I also think that the Corps of Engineers wvcs both 
sides of an issue a full hearing. And from the Corps' perspective, if some

N.C. "Would Not Let People Perish" - Hackney 

Officials "Resolved" Not To Set Precedent; Wants More Project Information

FcH- ftirther elaboration on exactly why Nwth Carolina's Governor Jim Hunt has 
vowed to stc^ one drop of water from leaving Lake Gaston, The Virginia Beach Sun 
c(H)tacted his office. 

Among other things, according to Hunt's deputy press secretary. Brent Hackney, 
the state doesn't want to set a precedent and the state wants more informati(Mi. In 
addition. Hackney said the verbal agreement made between North Cardina and 
Virginia Beach to help clean pdlutants from the Chowan River is void. 

"mi flowing is the interview conducted with Hackney: 

VES: Efforts are underway in Virginia (o help clean the Chowan River, as 
previously promised. Why do you not honor your end of the agreement? 

Hackney: That may well be true. I don't have any doubt that there is a genuine 
desire on the part of Virginia to help with the Chowan matter, but that cannot be 
part of any deal or package. It might have been discussed but it's not policy now. 
It's fine for people to sit around the table and talk about that. But we could not go 
back to the people in the Roanoke Basin in good conscience and say, 'hey, we just 
sold you up the river because they're gonna help us with the Chowan River over 

here.' 

When Hunt asserts that not a drop of water will leave Lake Gaston is he stating 
his personal opinion or does he think his comments are reflective of the entire North 
Carolina population? 

It is his perscHial q^inicxi. We haven't done a poll cm it but I don't have any doubt 
that if you took a poll a majority of people would be opposed to it because of the 
precedent it sets. Just as people in Virginia would be upset if we were drawing 
water from the state. 

Specifically, why is North Carolina opposed to the project? 

Because interbasin transfer is a very questionable policy to begin with. But when 
you combine interbasin with interstate transfer it becomes a much more disturbing 
precedent. 

Could you elaborate? 

YcMi are lowering the water level in Lake Gaston, Carr Lake and Roanoke River. 
You can't do that without having some ecaiomic impact. I am not an expert ai the 
environmental aspects of it but people in our Natural Resources Etepartment tell me 
that there are some serious envirwimental questions which need to be addressed. 

What economic impact wouM the project have on North Carolina? 



Anytime you take water away from one place and put it in another it has an economic 
impact. You see, we don't have any guarantees about minimum lake level, you 
know, down the road. We don't have any guarantees that other c<mimunities won't 
ask to, and be allowed to tap into the pipeline between where it's being tapped and 
Virginia Beach. That's what we're concerned about. 

How do you evaluate the Army Corps of Engineers environmental accessment? 

That 25-page thing? That's not going to do it friend. It says there would be no 
significant impact but it does not begin to go into all the aspects of the thing that a 
full environmental impact statement does. 

, Itow about the cily'n exhaustive private report on the prctject? Do you object to 
that? 

I don't know if there are any objections to it. 1 haven't seen it. I raise questions, 
not about its validity but the need for a study to be done by a disinterested third 
party. 

Suppose another city in your state needed water? Would you also object to that? 

That might not be as objectionable. Our governor has said that perhaps, under an 
extreme emergency situation, that you might be able to justify interbasin transfer. 
But, as a rule, it's bad policy. 

Do you think you can stop the pipeline? 

I don't know. Thai's going to be up to the courts to decide. 

Do you acknowledge Virginia Beach's need for water? 

I acknowledge that Virginia Beach has very legitimate and serious water needs. 

Where should we turn to satisfy that need? 

I really don't know. 1 don't think that other possible sources within the waters of 
Virginia have been looked at thcNigh. I'm told, and here again I'm not talking like a 
scientific exjjert, that the James River should be looked at. Perhaps some others. 
We believe that every possible other alternative ought to be looked at before you 
take such a drastic step as the transfer that's being contemplated now. 

What if the situation was reversed and your state needed water? 

I would expect, as I said earlier, that the people of Virginia would be raising h — , 
and rightfully so. 

On what grounds would we object? 

On the same grounds that we're raising h— on now. What bothers us is that 
water in North Carolina would be drawn to a city in Virginia. 

Does that mean any city, or just Virginia Beach? 

In this case it means Virginia Beach. We don't have anything against Virginia

So what is the public to do? 

Read. Think.* Comprehend. 
Understand. Evaluate. Analyze. 
Be cynical. It's not easy, but 
look at the alternative. Censor- 
ship. That's where the press, 
that lot of trusting thinkers and 
researchers, comes in. 

The press doesn't ask for 
much except the truth. And by 
and large, reporters, editors and 
publishers must ride the cutting 
edge of truth. And to deny the 
press imperils a free society.

Learn About Phobias

I will never forget my first haunted houjse! To avoid 
being strangled by a walking skeleton, I unfortunately 
stepped too close to the wall. Suddenly^ t found myself 
held in place by two snakes wrapp«l around my ankles. 
My heart began pounding. I sHbok like a leaf. My palms 
were clammy. My legs felt like rubber. I thought that I 
would die. 1 could not wait to get out of that house. If 
only I could escape safely, 1 would nev«r go in that 
house again! As soon as my brother escorted me out, I 
felt fine - exhausted, but fine. 

The following Halloween, I wenjt back! 

We have all felt physical sensations of unexpected ex- 
citement, fear, and surprise. Imagine experiencing these 
same feelings while driving to work, watching your 
favorite television show, waiting in line at the grocery 
store, or attending Sunday's services. An enjoyable ex- 
perience suddenly becomes terrifj(ing. One out of ten 
people do experience life with such'dreaded fears. These 
people are phobic. ' »,-i4b- 

Accdrding to Dr. Robert DuPont, M.D., founder and 
Director of the Phobia Program, a phobia is an 
"irrational, involuntarj^' feat- rl^ction that is inap- 



propriate to the situation. The individual reacts uncon- 
trollably with dread, terror, or panic to a situation that 
poses no real threat to life or safety." Once an in- 
dividual has had his/her first panic attack, he/she then 
takes any measure to avoid the precipitating situation or 
object. It is this avoidance, this "fear of the fear," says 
DuPont, that debilitates the individual. 

Although experts are still unsure of the cause of 
phobias, tremendous progress has been made within the 
past ten years regarding treatment. Bernadette Jones, 
LCSW, Director pf the Center for Behavioral Medicine, 
Va. Beach, explstins that through a process known as 
"contextual therapy," a client learns specifjc skills and 
techniques that enable him/her to face his/her fear(s). 
With support and understanding the client is taken, 
step-by-step, back into the phobic situation. "For the 
first times since his/her panic attack," notes Jones, 
"the client realizes that he/she is not crazy. He/she will 
not lose control. Life becomes enjoyable again."

On Nov. 22, we mark the 20th anniversary of the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy. More than 
400,000 Americans have been killed in gunfire since his 
death. Ironically, on this anniversary. Congress is con- 
sidering legislation which would weaken, not 
strengthen, America's feeble gun laws. 

In 1%8, when Congress passed the Gun Control Act, 
our legislators specifically prohibited mail-order gun 
sales because President Kennedy's assassin, Lee Harvey 
Oswald, used a cheap rifle purchased from a Chicago 
mail-order house. The weapon was fitted with a 
telescopic gunsight, also acquired through the mail. 
Less than an hour after killing the President, Oswald 
killed police officer J. D. Tippit with a .38 caliber hand- 



gun acquired from yet another mail-order house. 

Now, the National Rifle Association wants to gut the 
1%8 Act through passage of the McClure-Volkmer Gun 
Decontrol Bill (S. 914 and H. R. 2420). This bill would 
lift the prohibition on mail-order sales and again allow 
easy access to firearms by criminals and would-be 
assassins. 

This bill must be stopped. Our Congress should not 
enact legislation which only invites mail-order murder.

Lake Gaston Water Supply Facts 

1) On July 15, 1983, the Qty of Virginia Beach, on 
behalf of itself, the cities of Chesapeake and Franklin, 
and Isle of Wight County, made application to the 
Virginia Marine Resources Commission, Virginia State 
Water Control Board, and the Nwfolk District Corps of 
Engineers for a 6Q mgd withdrawal frcmithe Pea Hill 
Creek tributary of Lake Gaston. 

2) The current estimate of the southeast Virginia 
water supply shortage in the year 2030 is 60 mgd (State 
Water Control Board). 

3) ta 1978, after studying thirty-six alternatives over 
a three-year period, the Norfdk District Engineer made 
a preliminary recommendatiai of Lake Gaston as the 
besl overall solution to southeast Virginia's water 
supply shortage. 

4) Since 1978, Virginia Beach has examined many of 
the same alternatives, plus many unconventional and 
non-traditional alternatives. Extra consideratioi (and 
money) was devoted to those sources that might be 
available within the city limits. 

5) On November 15, 1982, based oi a thwough and 
objective review of all the material available, the City of 
Virginia Beach concurred with the Nwfolk District's 
1978 finding that Lake Gastoj was the best overall 
solution. 



6) Sixty mdg represents abcHit 1.2 percent of the 
average flow of the Roanoke River. 

7) The Wilmingtoi CMstrict Qwps of Engineers, the 
City of Virginia Beach, and the State of North Carolina 
have all modeled the impacts of a 60 mgd out-of-basin 
withdrawal. All three efforts have resulted in the 
conclusion that there are no significant reductions in 
river flow or lake levels as a result of the proposed 
project 

8) The pipeline route and the mitigaticm measures 
proposed by Virginia Beach will result in no long-term 
negative impacts mi the envirwiment and cmly minor 



temporary constructioi impacts. 

9) On August 25, 1983 in a letter from Sheila 
Prindiville to the Ncwfolk District Engineer, the Council 
on the Enviroiment transmitted its approval and 
supptHi of the Lake Gaston Project. 

10) On August 26, 1983, in a letter from Govcmo- 
Charles S. Robb to the NorfcJk District Engineer, the 
State of Virginia transmitted its approval and support (tf 
the Lake Gastcm Project.

Control Board issued a 401 Certification fcff the Lake

12) On September 27, 1983, the Virginia Marine 
Resources Commissim approved a permit for the Lake 
Gaston Project subject to Secti<m 62.1-3 of the Code of 
Virginia. 

^ Q^ QsUj^fU, 1983, the Norfdk District 
Eo^Hneer released a I^aft Environmental Assessment 
of the prdpOsed project along with a Preliminary 
Finding of No Significant Impact. 

14) In light of the above, Virginia Beach and the other 
participating communities shcHild be allowed to preceed 
with this project in an expeditious manner. There are 
clearly no significant long-term environmental impacts 
from this project and the pipeline route selected is the 
least disruptive to all invdved. The request is logical 
and reasonable and represents a very small fraction of 
an extremely large resource: a resource that is 
many times greater than what could be expected to be 
utilized within the Roanoke River Basin. This project is 
necessary to protect the health, safety, economic 
vitality and welfare of southeast Virginia, including the 
defense installations therein. Delays in the project are 
projected to increase the cost of the project by about $1 
million per mtmth as a result of inflation, as well as 
increase the frequency and severity of water shortages 
which will occur prior to project completicm. f^.

Continued from Pi^ 2 
don't see a big cabinet full 
of drawers anywhere. It's 
like opening the hood of 
your car and not seeing an 
engine. And having 
someone point out the 
COM Cat and say it has 
replaced those drawers 
full of. cards isn't so 
reassuring. After all, what 
will they shrink next? 

The date due cards are 
what we decided to shrink 
next. Now there's just a 
little date stamped on the 
back of the book. And 
those other cards that each 
book use to have in its 
own pocket inside? They 
are disappearing into our 
new computer. Instead 
there is a little label on the 
back of the book with 
numbers on it that the 
computer can read. This is 
where the wand comes in. 
It is a light pen that allows 
the computer to read these 
numbers for itself. 

That explains wanding 
the books but what about 
"H out?" A computer is 
useless without software. 
In our case the software or 
program is called ALIS. 
In some ways ALIS is like 
a new employee. It has to 
adjust to how we run. the 
library and we have to ad- 
just to its limitations and 
strange little quirks. Since 
ALIS doesn't speak 
English we are beginning 
to pick up some of ALIS's 
way of saying things. For 
instance, when a staff 
member wants to sign off 
the computer, he or she 
presses the letter H. Then 
ALIS says '.'Goodbye." 
Trying to sign off in any 
other fashion only con- 
fuses ALIS. So "H out" 
has become a new piece of 
library jargon. 

There are others. When 
we are finished making 
changes to one book's 
record (like checking it 
out) and want to go on to 
something else, we press 
the letter Q. This allows us 
to go back out of that 
record so the staff thinks 
ofitas"Qingback." 

ALIS has good days 
and bad days. Sometimes 
when all the terminals are 
busy feeding different 
kinds of information to 
the program at once. 
ALIS can get rather 
distracted. Then the cur- 
sor, the little rectangle of 
light that shows where you 
are on the screen, seems to 
be stuck in one position. 
At times like that the staff 
think they know why it's 
called a "cursor." Once in 
a while, when we type per- 
fectly reasonable infor- 
mation into the computer, 
ALIS acts like it doesn't

This could in fact go to 
court. 

On what groaads? 

On whatever grwinds people might want to bring suit on. ftobably anycme could 
bring suit against us because they didn't like whatever the final decisi<Mi might be. 
If the Cwps decided not to issue a permit I'm certain the city of Virginia Beach 
would bring suit on the grounds that we didn't issue a permit when we should have. 
If the Corps decided to issue a permit, I'm relatively certain that other people that 
are (^posed to the project would bring suit on the grcxinds that the Q>rps issued a

You're pretty sure you're going to be sMd? * 

I would imagine that's true. 

Knowing this, how do you postui^ yourself? 

We just try to do what's correct in accordance with the rules and regulatiwis to 
eiisure that you have done a total analysis and that you have been totally honest 
with both sides. Then, if it goes to court, let the legal process run its course. 

If it went to court, what would be the essential question? 

That's probably too speculative to answer. But it cCHild be almost anything. It 
could be that the Corps' paperwork wasn't sufficient; or that the decision was 
wrrng; or that any number of effects that a person could think up were not 
adequately considered. 

SpcciUcally, who requested the puUlc hearings? 

The requests came from essentially everybody. From private citizens in terms of 
letters; to the Congressional delegation from North Carolina and the governor. 

What was the primary basis for calling for the hearings? 

In all of the correspondence we received the overriding key point was their 
ccmcern that an environmental impact statement (EIS) be done versus an 
environmental accessment (EA). 

What's the difference between an EIS and an EA? 

A matter of volume mwe than anything else. 

in light of the hct the Corps and the city conducted their own studies, why do we 
need to address the question any more? 

Because they (project opponents) felt that the EA had not adequately addressed 
all of the questions they had. The primary problem they addressed was that the 
rep<H'ts didn't adequately discuss alternative sources and that it didn't adequately 
address the effects on the downstream Roanoke River. 

Even though the Corps is on record thfit the proposed project will pose no 
environmental threat, we still need hearings?

Let me make a comment to you on the nosigniHcant finding part. That is a normal 
statement based on his (Col. Ronald E. Hudson, chief engineer, Corps' Ncwfolk 
district) analysis of all available information. Understand that the purpose for 
issuing that statement, and the docurhents accompanying it, is to provide the public 
an opportunity to comment on the necessity of an EIS. Those hearings, "in 
conjunction with all the other public cc»nments, are to determine whether the EA is 
sufficient or whether ail EIS is required. 

What evidence is tlicre tliat new infonnation is available? 

We're in a positiwi that's really in the middle cm any issue you'd like to name. 
We try to conduct all of C^r business in a fair and impartial manner. 

There was one news story which indicated that if Col. Hudson had signed the 
accessment that the permit application would have been approved, b that correct? 

No. The legal iniapretation is, there is probably no difference at all between 
signed and unsigned. Any permit we're involved in; the commander in Norfolk 
made a determination that an EA was the prqjer document to use. Regs 
require him, aice that an EA is put together, to allow 30 days, for public comment 
on the necessity to prepare an EIS. It doesn't specifically require that two public 
hearings be held and it does not preclude public hearings being held. 

After the public hearings are over, what next? 

Q^. Hudson is gdng to rap all this information and study it. It's necessary for 
him todoa tcKal analysis and then it's back in his ball park. And it would be unfair 
of me 10 sit here and try to provide you some kind of a time schedule or a sequence 
of events. 

Who gives the prefect qiplication's final decision? 

He has the total authority in his office. 

Ataent the opposition irouid the hearings have been scheduled? 

If we had not received all these requests, we probably would not have felt 
obligated to provide additional public hearings. 

Do you think the permil application will be approved? 

That we can't say. Even if this wasn't controversial we still wouldn't know until 
all the data had been cdtected. 

Exactly how many letters and phone calls did you receive? 

1 have in excess of 30 letters, personally. But they came to many places. 
Excluding Norfolk, hundi*ds is a good estimate; calls and letters. 

Who ordered the heariigs? 

Tliey were ordered from two places. The order came from William R. Gianelll, 
Assistant Secretary of tte Army, Civil Wwks, and from Majw General J(*n F. 
Wall, Directorate of Ovil Works, Office of the Chief of Engineers.

Beach. We're opposed to the concept of the pipeline and the precedent it sets in 
terms of interbasin transfer and interstate transfer. 

Has your office felt much pressure from Virginia legislators on this matter? Do 
you expect much pressure? 

I really haven't thought about it. I haven't the slightest idea. I don't know of cm- 
contemplate that kind of pressure being exerted. 1 don't know what kind of pressure 
they can exert. The legislators in North Carolina will be a lot more concerned over 
what their constituents think rather than what a legislator in Virginia will think. 
^ Do you acknowledge that there are political forees at work in this issue? 
'No I don't. 

What would it take for you to share the water? 

It would depend on the circumstances. North Carolina certainly would not let 
people perish or let some calamity befall anybody. Sure, we'd be willing to help out 
anyway we could. But I cSin't sit here and say exactly what the circumstances would 
be. To say when you tur^ the tap in Virginia Beach and no water comes out; we're 
not at that point yet. N% will we ever be. 

Do you think it's your water? 

It is not anymore North Carolina's than it is Virginia's. I'm saying it's just as 
much North Carolina''^ ts it is Virginia's. And when you draw water out of the

Tlie 
computer prc^ram will 
compare the cost of dial- 
ysis equipment leased 
from hospitals to the cost 
of equipment leased form 
non-hospital sources. The 
results of the program are 
expected to aid health 
care officials in determin- 
ing the most economical 
way to finance kidney

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Af f ordability Gap 
At Near-Record 
Level 



Third Quarter Home Resale Rate 
Top 1982 Thoughout Nation 



By ROGER PYLE 

The affordability gap 
facing homebuyers is at a 
near-record level and 
widening, the nation's 
leading mortgage leaders 
said. 

That gap. said the 
Homeownership Task 
Force of the United States 
League of Savings Insti- 
tutions, underlines a 
"major issue that 
demands the attention of 
pdicy makers" at all gov- 
ernment levels. League 
chairman Leonard Shane 
called the growing afford- 
ability gap "troubling 
news for homebuyers, 
homesellers and the 
nation. 

"The gap between 
homeownership aspira- 
tions and the ability of the 
American economy to 
deliver afTordable housing 
has serious, long-range 
caisequences which can- 
not be ignored," Shane 
said. 

The Task Force recom- 
mended Congressional 
approval of the "First- 
Time Homebuyers Assis- 
tance Act," authorizing 
special tax credits that 
could reduce the cost of 



homeownership financing 
fcr many families. The 
Ta$k Force said the tax 
credits approach would be 
more efficient and less 
costly to taxpayers than 
the mortgage revenue 
bcmd program now avail- 
able in many states. 

"The tax credit for first- 
time homebuyers, while 
important, is only one of 
many aggressive actions 
needed to save the Ameri- 
can Dream," Shane said. 
"A stable economy, lower 
interest rates, a high pri- 
ority for homeownership 
and full support for pro- 
grams designed to make 
owning a home more 
achievable by Americans 
must become national 
policy once again," he 
said. 

The Task Force paper, 
titled "Homeownership 
Affordability in the 1980's 
also warned that "pro- 
spects for nartowihg the 
affordability gap are bleak 
- unless there is a signifi- 
cant moderatim in the 
rate of increase of home 
prices." According to the 
League Task Force, to- 
day's median-income 
household faces a $16,230 
gap between what it can 
afford to pay for a house 
and the median home 
price. The task force sug- 
gested several ways to 
slow the housing price 
rise: 



•Reduce the local regu- I 
latory burden. Based on 
results of a test conducted 
in Lincdn, Neb., by the 
National Association of 
Home Builders Research 
Foundation and the U.S. 
Department^ of Housing 
and Urban Development 
(HUD), the Task Force 
said that "thousands (A 
dollars" could be cut frfjm 
home selling prias. the 
Linccto experiment in- 
volved a townhousc pro- 
ject where changes in 
codes and processing 
standards resulted in a 
$5,900 per unit cost sav- 
ing. 

•Make broader use of 
manufactured housing. 

•Task Force chairman 
Donald F. Wall said that 
use of manufactured 
housing costs can save as 
much as 34% in construc- 
tion costs. 

•Build smaller houses. 
The average size of a 
newly constructed home 
today is 20f« larger than 
20 years ago - in spite of 
the fact that the family 
sizes are smaller. Wall 
said. According to the 
Task Force, every 100 
square feet of space 
added to the home and the 
associated land adds 
$3,000 to the price. "I 
think honebuyers facing 
costs pressures would 
rather have a smaller 
house than no house," 
Wall said. 



All 50 states and the 
ttstrict of Columbia had a 
higher pace of existing- 
home sales in this year's 
third quarter than in the 
same period of 1982. the 
national Association of 
Realtors reported today. 

Compared to last year's 
third quarter, 26 states 
experienced increases of 
50 percent or more in the 
seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of existing- 
home sales, with 12 of 
those states recording 
increases of 60 percent or 
more. The findings, dis- 
closed in the association's 
quarterly state-by-state 



activity report, cover sales 
of single-family homes, 
condominiums and coope- 
ratives. 

Two New England 
states experienced the 
largest increases, more 
than doubling their 1982 
annual resale rates. The 
New Hampshire annual 
home resale pace was 1 3 1 
percent higher, while 
Connecticut had a 104 
percent upturn. 

South Dakota, Califor- 
nia, Tennessee and Mis- 
souri were next, with 
increases of more than 70 
percent from a year ago. 

[>. Jack Carlson, chief 
economist and executive 



vice president of the asso- 
ciation, said the signifi- 
cant growth of state-by- 
state resale volume in the 
first nine months of 1983 
reflected the improve- 
ment in housing afforda- 
bility as a result of this 
year's lower interest 
rates. 

Interest rates on fixed- 
rate mortgages averaged 
approximately 3 percen- 
tages pdnts lower in the 
July-September period 
this year than the 16 
percent and higher rates 
of a year earlier. 

Nationwide, resale acti- 
vity of single-family 
homes, condominiums 



and coc^ratives for the 
third quarter of 1983 rose 
by 48.5 percent from the 
same three months last 
year to a seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate (rf 3.0 
million units. 

"While the improve- 
ment in resale activity is 
impressive, it is imporiant 
to put this improvement in 
perspective by noting that 
July, August and Sep- 
tember of last year 
marked the cyclical low 
point in the existing-home 
sales pace," Carlson said. 

The 1982 third-quarter 
resale rate of 2.02 million 
units was the lowest to 
date in the 1980s.

We accept our 
material prosperity, our environmental beauty and our democratic form of government as something due 
us. We often forget, or don't take the time, to think about why we are the most fortunate of nations. 

Our freedom, which enables us to lead the highest quality of life on earth, was brought at great price by 
the men and women who had the conviction to believe in >^erica*s future. They had the courage to nobly 
sacrifice themselves to do what was required to secure and maintain our way of life for future generations. 

Veterans Day affords Americans the opportunity to personally give thanks and express our appreciation 
to the memory of those who made the ultimate sacrifice and to those brave people who remain with us 
today. 




Dennis A. Joyner, who 
lost both legs and an arm 
in Vietnam War combat, 
will deliver an emoticmally 
charged address during 
Veterans Day ceremonies 
at Arlington National 
Cemetery on Nov. 11. 

Over the past several 



decades, the annual cere- 
monies at Arlington have 
become the naticmal focal 
point of Veterans Etey ob- 
servances in our country. 
Joyner is national com- 
mander of the 4-million- 
member Disabled Amer- 
ican Veterans (DAV). 



I was in Vietnam only 32 da^ wh^ I was 
wounded. On Veterans Day, 1969, 1 foun#tn)rsclf 
in an Army hospital, struggling to heal and pull 
my life back together after losing both legs and an 
arm. 

There, in that hospital ward, I learned that 
everybody makes sacrifices in war. Some, like me, 
would never walk again. Others were blind or 
deaf. 

All of us were examples of war's te r ri f yin g 
ctmsequences— of the sacrifices so many were 
duty-bound to make for our country. 

I was in a hospital ward that contained pain and 
suffering, but that same ward was full to 
overflowing with courage, conviction and com- 
mitment. 

You could look at the face of each patient in that 
ward and see the caiviction that each brought to 
his personal struggle. It was that overpowering 
belief that "I will survive. I will heal. I will 
persevere." 

And you saw through the pain and past the 
suffering that these young veterans had not lost 
their commitment to this nation and the values we 
cherish. 

These are sane of memories that come back to 
me every year on November.eleventh. Memories 
of the kid down the hall screaming out his pain in 
the middle of the night. Memories of the sweat 
that poured from a friend's face as he learned to 
walk on a plastic leg. Memories of the grins and 
cheers that, accompanied the news that a patient 
had healed and would be discharged from the 
hospital. 

Yes, Veterans Day means much more than just 
another holiday. It gives me a chance to retrace 
such scenes of courage and sacrifice. I recall how 
glad I was to make it back h«ne alive. And I 
remember the awesome courage of so many wh« 
didn't. 

1 remember other scenes, through— scenes I 
couldn't understand when I left the hospital and 
went back to civilian life and college. They were 
the scenes of a society that had been ripped down 
the middle by the c(»itroversy of the Metnam 
War. 

I saw the hostility generated by that war spill 
over into hostility toward the veterans who had 
fought that war. Veterans, more than any other 
group of people, have earned the right to call 
themselves Americans. Yet they were branded as 
traitors. Veterans spilled their blood in defense of 
the values that made this nation great. Yet they 
were branded'as traitors^Vetcrans spilled their 
blood in defense of the vaU«s that made this 
nation great. Yet they were a^msed of forsaking 
those values. 

In the process of heaping scorn on Vietnam 
veterans, the prestige of all of America's veterans 
suffered. It didn't matter whether a man or 
woman served in World War I, 11, Korea or 
Vietnam. Veterans... all veterans... were systema-

My fears were tempered by the realizatiot that 
no nation. . .anywhere in the world. . .can match the 
United States in its cdlectivc resiliency of spirit.

Lode here at Arlingtcm Naticmal 
Cemetery and the row after row of brave 
Americans who felt freedom was wOTth fighting 
and dying for. 

Oh yes. I would do it all over again. America is 
worth it. 

Our fellow veterans are wrath it. My fellow 
veterans— of all this nations wars— are the 
strongest reason why I can say... I'm proud I 
served my country. I'm proud to call myself a 
veteran. . 

To the man who lost his sight in the explosicm of 
an artillery shell in the trenches of World War I, I 
say, "Be proud too!" To the nurse who craitinued 
to give medical aid to the wounded after she was 
captured at Bataan, I say, "Be proud!" 

To those of us who came home from the wars in 
Korea and Vietnam to a society bent on stripping 
away that pride, I say, "That pride is not theirs to 
take. It's yours^You boight it with blood and pain 
and sacrifice. Be prou^!" 

Dedication... to our homes, our families, our 
cranmunities, our natirai.

Ink, Ball-point, Removing - If the stain is fresh, 
give it a good spray with hair spray. Allow it to 
dry, then brush it off with a small brush or wipe it 
off with a cloth dampened with white vinegar. Or 
soak it overnight, or not less than four hours, in 
fresh milk or buttermilk, then wash in warm, sud- 
sy water, rinse well, and dry in the sunshine. Or 
you can rub lard into the affected area. Let it 
stand for twelve hours, then wash in the ususal 
way. Another method is to soad it for eight hours 
minimum in sour milk. After this, wash the item 
and rinse well. If the stain is fresh, pour denatured 
alcohol through the material. Then jvork it bet- 
ween the Angers and wash it in warm, sudsy water. 

Ink On Carpet, Removing To remove blue ink, 
but not ball-point ink, apply salt to the area im- 
mediately. As the salt becomes s'ained, brush it 
off with a small brush and tray. Keep adding salt 
until it is no longer stained. After the final 
brushing, finish by rubbing the area with a soft 
white cloth moistened with wann white vinegar.

A few mirtuites of 
gentle rubbing will remove all traces. 
Ink On Paper, Removing - The best thing to use is 
fresh milk, applied carefully with a cotton swab. 
Note: Repeat the process if necessary.

Twisting the cable ter- 
minals may help make 
contact between the cable 
and the battery terminal. 
Should you make contact, 
enabling you to start your 
engine, the problem 
should be corrected as 
soon as possible by a good 
cleaning of the battery 
terminals and cable clam- 
ps. Your repairman can 
do the job properly in a 
matter of a few minutes. 
If you are a do-it-your- 
selfer: 

l)Pick up the following 
items from your auto sup- 
ply store to make the job 
easier and safer: a cable 
puller and pliers; a ter- 
minal and clamp cleaning 
tool and, most important, 
safety goggles, if you 
don't already have them in 
your tool kit. Wear your 
goggles and wear old 
clothes. Also read the 
warning battery manufac- 
turers put on the battery. 
It usually is as follows: 

Danger... batteries pro- 
duce explosive gases, keep 
sparks, Hame, cigarettes 
away. Ventilate when 
changing or using in en- 
closed space. This battery 
contains sulfuric acid 
which causes severe burns. 




If acid contacts eyes, skin 
or clothing, flush well 
with water. For contact 
with eyes get immediate 
medical attention. Keep 
away from children. 

2) Remove the battery 
cables. Start with the 
negative {-) or grounded 
cable first to prevent 
sparks resulting from ac- 
cidental grounding of the 
positive terminal. 

3) Next remove the 
positive ( + ) cable from 
the battery terminal. 

4) Remove the battery 
hold down bracket (note 
the position of the ter- 



minals) and remove the 
battery from the vehicle. 

5) Place the battery on 
the floor near a drain and 
wash it with a solution of 
baking of baking soda and 
water. Do not allow any 
solution to enter the bat- 
tery cells. After cleaning, 
rinse the battery with clear 
water. 

6) Next, inspect the bat- 
.tery tray and remove all 
signs of corrosion, using 
the baking soda and 
water, then flush with 
clean water, dry and paint 
the tray. 

7) Inspect the cables and 
terminals. Replace a cable 
when it appears unfit for 
further service. When 
cables pass your inspec- 
tion, use your cable 
cleaning tool and polish 
the terminals until they are 
bright and shining. 

8) Clean the battery 
posts. Be sure they are 
bright and shining. Then 
place the battery back in 
its tray, making sure the 
terminals are in the proper 
position. 

9) Install battery hold 
down bracket and battery 
cables. Start with positive 
( + ) first. The negative (-) 
grounded cable is connec- 
ted last. 

After the cables are 



snugly tightened, you can 
protect them from further 
corrosion by covering the 
terminal with a coating of 
petroleum jelly. 

Note: If your battery 
appears to have a lot of 
corrosion on its cover and 
you need to add water of- 
ten, it may be due to a 
high charging system 
voltage. Have your local 
serviceman check voltage 
regulator setting.

Facts On The Oceanfrpnt Bikeway 



Virginia Beach Oceanfront Bikeway 
Fact Sheet 

Description • The Oceanfront Loop Bikeway includes 
29.2 miles of Class I, II and III bike routes: 

Class I - Separate trail facility or separated bikeway 
walkway; Class II - Signed and striped lane along the 
roadway; Class III - Marked route with adequate 
shoulder. 

Cost - $90,000. 

Funding - $56,250 - Grant awarded by thi: Federal 
Highway Administration through the Virginia Depar- 
tment of Highways and Transportation. $33,750 - City 
of Virginia Beach. 



Route - The route begins south of Croatan Beach 
along General Booth Boulevard and proceeds north, 
along the Oceanfront. It continues north adjacent to 
Atlantic Avenue and, alternatively, west through 
Seashore State Park where it connects to Cape Henry 
Drive. At this point it ties into the Great Neck Road 
Bike Project and proceeds south to Laskin Road and 
last along the Northern side of Laskin Road tying back 
into the Oceanfront. 



Mayor's Bikeway Committee • The Mayor's Bikeway 
Committee has worked closely with City staff in the 
specific selection of bike routes for the Oceanfront 
Loop Bikeway Project. The Committee was formed in 
1980 with Councilmen Mr. Jack Jennings and Mr. 
Henry McCoy as members. It was expanded to include 
citizen representation from civic leagues, representatives 
from the Tidewater Bicycle Association and from local 
bicycle shops. In addition to being instrumental in the 
bikeway grant awards to the City, the Committee has 
initiated numerous projects related to safe bicycling.

She was a 
memlm of the official DAR Delegation, which par- 
ticipated in the recent observance of this historic event 
in Parts. She is also the author of a commemorative 
booklet. Treaty of Paris • A Celebration, published by 
the National Society DAR. 

Two hundred members of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution traveled at personal expense to 
France recently to commemorate the bicentennial of the 
signing of the Definitive Treaty of Paris, which ended 
the Revolutionary War and established the soverdgnty 
of the United States. While there, the Daughters 
honored veterans of the Revolutionary War and of 
World Warn. 

During the first day of their pilgrimage to Paris, the 
DAR visited little Picpus Cemetery and the grave of the 
Marquis de Lafayette who had served as Major General 
without pay in the Continental Army. When he died, he 
was accorded the same honors given to Washington. He 
was buried in American soil, shipped from Virginia and 
an American Flag has flown continuously over his 
grave, even during the German occupation when it was 
undetected. 

This cemetery is also the resting place of victims of 
the guillotine, including the mother and sister of 
Adrienne Noailles, Lafayette's wife. It was she who had 
purchased the property and established a convent there

in 1805, with a promise that the nuns of the Sacred 
Heart and Perpetual Adoration would pray night and 
day continuously for thos« who were buried there. 
Monsieur Rene de Chambrun, a descendant of Lafayet- 
te spoke about his famous ancestor during our 
memorial ceremony. Then Mrs. Walter Hughey King, 
President General National Society DAR presented a 
tribute to this beloved veteran of the American 
Revolution. A large wreath of red, white and blue 
flowers was placed at the tomb beside a DAR plaque 
which stated, "His memory lives in all lovers of 
freedom." 

The group then visited the statues of General 
Rochambeau and Admiral de Grasse, French heroes of 
the Yorktown Campaign. Wreaths were placed at each 
statue and a moment of silent prayer was observed in 
memory of these men who fought for American In- 
deoendence. The statue of the Comte de Grasse was the 
gift of an American industrialist and stands in the 
Trocadero Gardens. A copy of this statue was presented 
by the French people to the City of Virignia Beach 
during the American Bicentennial. It stands at Cape 
Henry, the only known state of this naval commander in 
the United States. The USS Comte de Grasse is 
homeported in Norfolk and is the only ship in the 
United States Navy named for a foreign naval officer. 

Tribute was then paid to our own General George 
Washington. We stood beside his equestrian statue in 
Place lena, Paris. A gift from American women, this 
statue was presented to the French in 1900 and unveiled 
by Mrs. Daniel Manning, then President General 
NSDAR. During that ceremony, John Philip Sousa's 
Band played "Hail »o the Chief." We could add to the 
tribute given by Henry Lee at Washington's death -First 
in War, First in Peace and First in the Hearts of his 
Countrymen - First among our Veterans. 

When the Preliminary Articles of Peace were signed 
in Paris November 30, 1782, Britain was forced to 
recognize the independence of the former colonies. 
These articles reached the States in the spring and 
Washington announced the cease fire April 19, 1783 - 
exactly eight years to the day from the first shot fired in 
Lexington, Massachusetts which started the 
Revolutionary War. This announcement stated: "The 
glorious task for which we first flew to arms being thus 
accomplished, the liberties of our country being fully 
acknowledged and firmly secured... and the character of 
those who have persevered through every extremity of 
hardship, suffering, and danger, being immortalized by 
the illustrious appellation of the Patriot Army, nothing 
now remains but for the actors of this mighty scene to 
preserve a perfect unvarying consistency of character 
through the very last act; to close the drama with ap- 
plause, and to retire from the military theatre with the 
same approbation of angels and men which has crowned 
all their former virtuous actions." 

Next we honored those who had sought and secured 
the peace. In Yorktown Square in the heart of Paris 
there is a statue of Benjamin Franklin, one of the 
American signers of the Treaty of Paris who was greatly 
admired by the French. His biographer, Carl Van Dorn, 
called him an "l^umonious multitude." He could also 
'be«illed tlie Senior CHtizen of the Revoluiion for he was 
77 when he signed the Treaty of Paris. He was the only 
one of our founding fathers who signed all /key 
documents establishing our nation: the Declaration of 
Independence, the Treaty with France, the Treaty of 
Paris and the Constitution. 

The DAR presented a bronze tablet embedded in 
granite to the City of Paris. This tablet is just in front of 
the statue of Franklin and commemorates the bicenten- 
nial of the treaty and honors the architects of the treaty 
who dedicated themselves to what Franklin called "The 
best of all works ■ the work of peace." 

Our next journey was to the beaches of Normandy. It 
was a long journey from Paris, some 166 miles, and we 
spent most of the day on our buses, but this was a trip 
we considered a most important part of our mission. 
The Normandy American Cemetery is located at the top 
of a cliff overlooking Omaha Beach, the scene of the

greatest amphibious troop landing in history. This 
cemetery covers 172 acres and is one of fourteen per- 
manent American World War II military cemeteries 
located on foreign soil and maintained by the American 
Battle Monuments Commission. The site was granted to 
the United States in perpetuity by the French Gover- 
nment in gratitude of their liberation. 

The Superintendent of the Cemetery gre«ted us war- 
mly and said nothing like this had ever happened 
before. He was visibly moved that two buses of 
American women would take the time and trouble to 
travel from Paris to Normandy to pay tribute to those 
who had fallen in the landings there in June, 1944. 

We walked reverently to the Memorial, a semi- 
circular colonnade surrounding the twenty two foot 
bronze statue, "The Spirit of Youth Rising from the 
Waves." This is a beautiful tribute to the 9,386 
American War Dead buried there. Behind the structure 
is the Garden of the Missing. On the walls there are the 
names of 1 ,557 whose remains were never recovered or 
never identified. Above their names is this inscription: 
"Here are recorded the names of Americans who gave 
their lives in thie service of their country and who sleep 
in unknown graves. This is their memorial. The whole 
earth their sepulchre. Comrades in arms whose resting 
place is known only to God." 

We stood at the overlook and studied the encased 
map depicting the landing beaches. We looked down at 
the quiet waters below and tried to visualize the turmoil 
that had taken place there almost four decades earlier. 
As we walked back between the long rows of crosses, we 
reflected on the terrible cost of securing and main- 
taining peace. The words on the lintel of the memorial 
summed up our feelings, "This embattled shore, portal 
of freedom, is forever hallowed by the ideals, the valor 
and sacrifices of our fellow countrymen." 

It was estimated that 2,000 Americans were in Paris 
to celebrate the bicentennial of the signing of the Peace 
Treaty. An impressive memorial service was held at the 
Notre Dame Cathedral. Again, we were reminded of the 
price of freedom. There were parades, a pageant and a 
midnight dinner at the Palace of Versailles to celebrate 
the historic event. Finally, we marched to the Arc de 
Triomphe where various patriotic groups placed a 
wreath beside the tomb of France's unknown soldier. 

Mrs. King remarked, "When men have fought and 
died for a cause, they deserve peacemakers who will sec 
that their sacrifices were not in vain." Our first 
peacemakers contributed no less essentially to the 
establishment of the United States as a nation as did our 
Continental Army. During this Veterans Day, let us be 
thankful for all who have assured our peace and 
freedom.

The Senior Community 
Service Employment 
Program (SCSEP) spon- 
sored by the American 
Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP), is an 
Employment Training and 
Placement program for 
persons who are 55 years 
of age, economically 
disadvantaged and 
physically able to work. 

Barbara Zack Murphy, 
the newly installed project 
director, when interviewed 
said that the AARP 
receives a federal grant, 
funded by the US Depar- 
tment of Labor, to ad- 
minister a Senior Com- 
munity Service Em- 
ployment Program. Per- 
sons who are enrolled 
receive the minimum wage 
for 20 hours of work each 
week. They are assigned to 
cooperating public agen- 
cies or private non-profit 
organizations, such as 
schools, service centers, 
universities, etc. The goal 
of the program is to help 
older workers develop 
their work capabilities and 
obtain permanent job op- 
portunities either with the 
assigned cooperating 
agency or in private sec- 
tor. 

Murphy, who has a 
Bachelor of Science in 
Business Administration 
and is an experienced 
executive who was with 
Tidewater Rehabilitation 
Institution, added that the 
SCSEP is an excellent un- 
dertaking which is one of 
the many programs the 
AARP sponsors to benefit 
older people. 



EnroUees lu this 
program must be 55 years 
or older, able to work and 
within the government in- 
come guidelines. As 
enrollees, they are em- 
ployees of AARP and 
SCSEP and are assigned 
to work in a temporary 
position at one of a variety 
of host agencies until 
finally taken in by either 
the host agency or by a 
private employer. Every 
six months, in January 
and July, they are given 
the opportunity to 
evaluate SCSEP and their 
host agency to enable the 
project director to deter- 
mine if enroUee is getting the 
proper training.

There was very little Irish brogue or blarney evident 
in the friendly businesslike conversation of Des Ellard, 
president of Portsmouth Lincoln Mercury, who came to 
Portsmouth from his native Dublin, by way of Toronto, 
when this reporter obtained the following interview.

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Sandbridge Oceanfront Property Owners Say City Is 
Confronted With Tax Loss; Realtor Says Sales Affected

Sandbridge oceanfront property owners charge that 
unless the troublesome beach erosion problem is 
stymied, the city stands to lose big tax bucks on land 
once dry but now covered with saltwater. 

"The city has a significant tax loss confronting them," 
said George Brown, vice president of the newly fOTmed 
Sandbridge Oceanfront Property Owners' Association. 
Technically, the group wcm't be incorporated for a few 
weeks, but it has already elected officers and is meeting. 

"Of the 233 oceanfront lots, 10 of them have already 
been reclassified by the city tax office as eroded lots," 
Brown, a professional consultant said. "Three homes 
have been permanently coidemned." 
. As logic carries it, the city will lose tax revenues on 
homes condemned because erosion has exposed septic 
tanks , and cm property which has vanished due to beac|;i 
erosion. Tlie city admits there are cases in which tax 
Iccessments have been lowered in profxMlicm to the loss 
of beach, but city officials don't appear to be panicked 
over the situation. 

"In essence, people are still building and the property 
values are increasing," said Jerry Banagan, a Virginia 
Beach real estate tax accessor. Banagan acknowledges 
that there are some Sandbridge oceanfront lots which. 



because of the erosiai, are no longer suitable fw 
building and their property value has been lessened. But 
the "vast majority" of the Httoral lots are being 
accessed, for the moment, at frill value. Banagan wiH in 
December go teck to Sandbridge to inspect the erosion 
damages and make adjustments accordingly. 

In cases where the lot will no loiser accommodate 
homes, a $90,000 or $100,000 lot accessment can be 
downgraded to as little as $13,000 per lot. 

In addition to emphasizing to the city the potential tax 
losses which will occur if the erosion is n« checked by 
using, for example, sand fills or artificial seaweed, the 
owners' association will attempt to address ^d- 
bridge's particular problems which have for the Bficst 
part have gone unresolved. 

"The purpose of the association is to preserv^'the 
integrity and the environment of Sandbridge beach, 
which is rapidly deteriorating," Brown said. He also 
said that the right of prc^erty owners to bulkhead their 
homes, a question now being addressed io court, wiit^iot 
necessarily be immediately addressed by the assoHa- 
tion.

The Virginia Beach Arts Center has announced 
plans to construct a new $4 million Arts Center 
located on a 12-acre site across from the Pavilion 
along the expressway in Virginia Beach. In ad- 
dition to unveiling architectural plans and a scale 
model of the new facility, the organization kicked 
off a capital fundraising drive announcing that $1 
million, or a quarter of its goal had already been 
raised. 

Arts Center officials anticipate construction on 
the new building to begin as early as next Fall. Ar- 
chitects for the new center, E. Verner Johnson and 
Associates of Bostop, designers of the Virginia 
Museum of Marine Sciences currently under con- 
struction, completed the site development and 
plans in early Spring. However, Arts Center of- 
ficials held off in making the announcement until 
a substantial base of financial support was gained. 

The announcement culminates a 27-year quest 



by the non-profit organization founded in 1952 to 
begin serious plans for constructing a major visual 
arts factility in Virginia Beach. Initial attempts to 
raise funds for the building began in 1956 when 
the Arts Center introduced the Boardwalk Art 
Show-now the largest outdoor art show on the 
Eastern Seaboard~to fund the project. But in- 
creased operating costs quickly diverted funds, 
causing the Arts Center to seek a number of tem- 
porary homes over the 27 years that followed. 

The Arts Center has been housed in a pre- World 
War II wooden barracks structure at 171 1 Arctic 
Avenue since 1975. The former USO Hospitality 
Center building supports the activities of eight 
full-time staff members, 25 part-time art instruc- 
tors, large volunteer force and over 1000 mem- 
bers. In addition to sponsoring major outdoor art 
shows, the organization offers over 135 art 
See ARTS.

Urgency And Emergency 



Who's beach is it anyway? 

TTiat's the prevailing question 
as Sandbridge oceanfront pro- 
perty owners wrestle with the 
beach erosion problem. 

From what is known, there is 
no clear cut answer as to who 
owns or is respcmsible for 
prefer beach management. It 
seems that whomever's interest 
is best served to preserve the 
beach, that entity is usually the 
one pushing for assistance. 

Beach erosion is a problem 
plaguing coastlines up and 
down the east coast. There have 
been studies, articles, opinions 
but nothing to conclusively stop 
the eroding process. In the 
meantime, while bureaucracies 
tackle the technical questions, 
and professionals plant fake 
seaweed, oceanfront home and 
property owners are waging a 
battle against time. The next 
real good storm, one for which 
experts say the city is well 
overdue, could wipe out the 
expensive homes resting so 
innocently beside the almighty 



Atlantic. And therein lies the 
problem. It is one of urgency in 
the face of potential emergency. 
A storm may strike at a 
moment's, notice. It may not 
wait until courts decide whether 
or not Sandbridge property own- 
ers can install bulkheads; or can 
use fill sand to create protec- 
tive walls and cover septic 
tanks; or can plant Seascape 
with the certainty of knowing 
that as they do so it will have no 
adverse effects on the rest of the 
environment. 

When a hurricane lashes 
out, it knows not if the'property 
and the beach it destroys be- 
longs to a private individual, the 
city or the state. It knows only 
destructirai. And no one knows 
this lesson better than the 
people living on the ocean. 

The Sandbridge property 
owners have unified; which is a 
good move. There are many, 
intelligent people living on the 
shoreline, and together their 
voices will be heard. 



A culture is often remem- 
bered for its art. A society is 
considered civilized because of 
its culture. And after 20 years of 
surviving without a major 
museum or an arts center, 
Virginia Beach is going to host 
one of each within years. 

Of course, Virginia Beach has 
its maritime historical museum. 
But that's not enough. It's a 
great showcase of many of 
nautical artifacts and mariners' 
lives which contributed so much 
to the creation of Virginia Beach 
as it is known today. But the 
restored livesaving station at 
24th and Oceanfront falls short 
of what some people believe a 
city as great as Virginia Beach 
should have. But soon the 
malcontented tongues should be 
silenced. 

One wonders if the local 
residents realize what's in store 
for them after the new arts cen- 
ter and marine science museum, 
to be located only a few miles 
from each other, are built. In 
addition to what the two 
facilities will mean to the year 



round mental tranquility of local 
residents, they will also provide 
immeasurable pleasure for the 
city's millions of tourists. 

The new arts center will be 
located less than a mile from the 
oceanfront. The new marine 
science museum will be located 
less than a mile from the Rudee 
Inlet Bridge. The maritime 
museum is right on the ocean. 
All three museums are within 
walking, running, bicycling and 
motoring distance from the 
resort strip. Consequently, for 
those tourists who have enjoyed 
Virginia Beach year after year, 
imagine their glee when they 
return one summer and learn of 
the new facilities. Bravo, they 
will chime. 

Funding for the new museums 
•seem to be in place and it's all 
systems go. Continued funding 
will be imperative if the facilities 
intend to open on their 
scheduled dates. But barring 
financial considerations, waiting 
for the museums to open is 
going to be the hardest part of 
the projects. 



Congratulations \o all the win- 
ners in the Nov. 8 election. You 
have been selected, by those 
who verted, to represent the wills 
and best interests of the Virginia 
Beach people. 

You will receive phone calls, 
letters; you will be stopped at 
the supermarket and the post 
office.

Years later, after 
graduation fran college, she tried raice more by mailing 



me a copy of The Joy of Cooking. That second attempt 
worked like a charm. 1, indeed, did discover the joys of 
both food and cooking. 

Likewise, thousands of Virginia Beach residents have 
the opportunity to discover these same joys at the local 
public library. All five area libraries, plus the 
bookmobile, have extensive collections on food and 
cookery. For instance, the Oceanfront Area Library has 
eighteen shelves devoted to the 641. 5's (which is the 
number assigned to this subject area). 

The collecticHi is large and varied. The classics, like 
The Joy of Cooking, Betty Crocker's Cookbook and The 
Fanny Farmer Cookbook are all available in multiple 
copies. There are histories of food and eating, such as 
Savoring the Past; the French Kitchen and Table from 
1300 to 1798 and Food in Civilizaticm. On the reference 
shelves there are the encyclq>edias, Larousse Gastron- 
omique and Dictionary of Gastronomy, which define and 
elaborate all types of food.

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Enrollment 
Sets New 
Record 

On Sepiember 30, the 
first official date for 
school systems to report 
enrollment, Virginia 
Beach Public Schools had 
56,207 students. What 
makes thai total 
significant is that it 
represents the most 
students ever enrolled in 
the public schools of the 
city. It eclipses the old 
record by just five studen- 
ts; there were 56,202 
reported on September 30, 
1976. 

Additional significance 
to this September's total 
comes in the comparison 
with September 30, 1982; 
the rolls grew by 1,076 
over a year ago, following 
a trend of several years 
when the enrollment 
stayed just about stable. 

About 6,000 students 
transferred into Virginia 
Beach schools this fall, 
about 2,100 of whom were 
military dependents. The 
military also accounted 
for approximately the 
same number who tran- 
sferred out since last year 

New students came 
from 49 states, the District 
of Columbia, and from 38 
foreign countries or 
territories. The only state 
not represented with a 
transfer is South Dakota. 
Last year Montana, North 
Dakota, and Utah were 
missing from the transfer 
rolls. Utah and North 
Dakota barely made it this 
year, each sending only 
one. There was a virtual 
onslaught from Montana; 
four students came from 
that slate. 

In 1981, there were 
transfers from every state. 
In 1980, South Dakotar 
was the absent state; thus, 
history repeats itself. Five 
slates barely made it to the 
1983 list: Nebraska, 
Idaho, North Dakota, 
Wyoming, and New 
Mexico each had one 
student transfer ' to 
Virginia Beach. 

California led the states 
in transfers, with 220; next 
was Florida, with 218; 
third was North Carolina, 
with 154; New York was 
fourth, with 129; and 
Maryland was fifth, with 
124. Another 353 students 
were in other public 
school systems in Virginia 
outside Tidewater last 
year, and 756 were in 
public schools in one of 
the other Tidewater cities 
last year. 

Included in the number 
of transfers into Virginia 
Beach this year also are 
1,197 students who were 
enrolled in a private 
school last year. 

Italy led all other 
foreign countries in tran- 
sfers to Virginia Beach, 
with 32, followed closely 
by Germany and Puerto 
Rico, both with 31. Sen 
ding one student only were 
Denmark, Bermuda, 
Haiti, Holland, 

Singapore, South Africa, 
and Switzerland.

The Sandbridge situation has posed another set of 
problems for local realtws who have clients owning 
pr<^rty in Sandbridge but who know little, if 
anything, about what's going on in the exclusive 
conununity.

indicates that Sandbridge lias an active year-rouiKl 
community which is alsoexperienceing some of its most 
troublesome times in recent memory. 

"I'm kind of hewing, and 1 don't know whether I'm 
letting my optimism override my sense of reality, but I 
don't think things could get much worse than they have 
reached," Oaham said. "I hope that it's bottomed out 
and maybe we're beginning to possibly, just possibly, 
see things start to turn around." 

Oaham said Sandbridge oceanfront property sales. 
because of the erosion, are not flourishing. But the 
problem may have led to more sales of lots and homes 
across the street from the oceanfront. 

"It's possible it's formed a negative factw in the sale 
of oceanfront pr(^)erty," she said. "It's possibly added 
an increase maybe in some of the sales of property across 
the street." 

With the creation of the Sandbridge Oceanfront 
Prc^rty Owners' Association, local land owners have 
for the first time united to address the issue. 

"Por the first time we're seeing a lot <tf input and 
participation in dealing with some of these problems 
through the owners," said Graham. "Primarily, the one 
thing that has probably been more of a stimulus to 
attacking some of these prc^lems is the recent fixmation 
of the Sandbridge Oceanfront Property Owners' 
Association. 

"They're not a bunch of talkers," Oaham continued, 
"they're a bunch of doers; and they're going to pursue 
this thing adamantly." 

Graham, who is not a member erf' the assodatioD but 
has attended the meetings,, said the group will 
tackle "beach erosion and what can be done about it and 
who's going to do it. And that comes back to the old 
question, is the beach public or private? And if it's 
private, they're going to pursue, avidly, all avenues of 
doing whatever is necessary, at their expense.io protect 
their property. If it isn't going to be treated as private 
prc^rty, and the city continues U) allow and even induce 
public use, then they're going to pursue avidly the cityj^ 
participating at some level in this." 

The association, Graham says, is trying to establish 
whether the beach is public toentice passible local, state 
(»^ federal funds in resanding the bcaA. In addition, she 
said the assodation is also considering dedicating the 
beach to the public if indeed the beach is deemed 
private, and if there is any beach left to dedicate.

classes, children's programs and art exhibitions 
throughout the year, funded through its member- 
ship, private donations, various fundraising even- 
ts and public grants. 

In 1971, the City of Virginia Beach provided the 
Arts Center with the proposed new building site 
with contingency plans to absorb the expense of 
capital improvements to the property and main- 
tenance. 

However, only modest progress was made on 
the project until 1980 when Arts Center officials 
retained the present director, Frederick Schmid. A 
17-year veteran of working with cultural 
organizations during high levels of growth and ex- 
pansion, Schmid's appointment was partially 
based on his experience in planning and im- 
plementing new building projects. As director of 
the Joselyn Museum in Omaha, Nebraska, he was 
involved in a similar $4 million capital drive to 
fund a new building project and endowment. He 
has also served as an assistant director in museum 
programs with the Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, D.C. and helped raise initial 
operating funds as director of the Indian Museum 
in Wichita, Kansas. 

In working with the board of trustees, building 
and capital campaign committees, Schmid assisted 
in developing a workable philosophy to develop 
the project. 

E. Verner Johnson was selected as architect of 
the new building on July 22, 1982, after a building 
committee reviewed over 40 applications in a 
nationwide search. The proposed building is a 
29,000 square foot structure with an interior 
courtyard (4,800 square feet), a 274 it 
auditorium, an exhibition gallery (5,600 square 
feet), six instructional classrooms, a gift shop, 
administrative offices and support areas. The out- 
side grounds will contain a sculpture garden and 
two parking lots adjacent to the building. 

In announcing plans for the building and fund- 
raising drive. Arts Center president Linda S. 
Rawls said, "The new facility is one that gives ar- 
tists a suitable environment to create new, in- 
novative, artwork. It offers all citizens and visitors 
of Hampton Roads an opportunity to experience 
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some of the leading traveling art exhibitions 
available. Most importantly, a new Arts Center 
will enhance the cultural advantages, oppor- 
tunities and quality of life in our community. The 
time has come for us to make the Beach an Arts 
Center. Through continued support, that dream, 
from which we have not yielded in 27 years, grows 
near." 

Operational plans for the new arts facility place 
an emphasis on the exhibition of 20th Century 
American art, especially the work of living artists 
from the last 20 years. The Arts Center expects to 
select from 12 to 14 exhibitions that travel 
throughout the United Slates each year, but 
requires more exhibition space than is currently 
available in the Hampton Roads area. The Arts 
Center also intends to curate exhibitions of its owr 
and maintain a complete art education program. 

The capital campaign committee chairman is 
Robert H. Callis, Jr., a former Virginia Beach city 
councilman and current school board vice-chair- 
man. The committee includes: Mrs. Frank Batten, 
George Dragas, Jr., Andrew Fine, C. Gerald 
Harris, Fred Noe, Harry B. Price, Jr., Mrs. 
Holman C. Rawls, III, Leonard Strelitz and Gene 
Walters.

Economist Split On 
Nation's Economic 
Outlook

The outlook fw inter- 
est rates in the United 
States is either scary or 
moderately sanguine, de- 
pending oa which eccm- 
omist you listen to last. 

One thing seems cer- 
tain: The intense uncert- 
ainty surrounding the 
whole question of credit 
availability and cost is in 
itself an unsettling facta- 
which could work damage 
on the econcHny even if 
interest rates do not soc»i 
surge higher - as about 
half the nation's leading 
economists insist they 
wiU. 



"There's never been so 
much uncertainty," says 
Jcrfin Paulus, chief econ- 
omist and vice president of 
Morfan Stanley & Co. 
"We economists are split 
right down the middle on 
whether interest rates will 
go up or down. Half the 
profession says the trend 
will be upward and half the 
profession says it will be 
downward." "There are 
two distinct schods of 
thought that lead to rad- 
ically dififerent results by 
the middle of next year," 
says Thomas W. Synnott, 
chief economist and senior 
vice president of the U.S. 



Trust Co. 

Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regan says inter- 
est rates are headed down. 
He is, to be sure, one of the 
nation's most vocal and 
incurable optimists, but 
his is a view shared by 
enough leading econo- 
mists to make the treasury 
secretary, this once, scmnd 
uncharacteristically close 
to the mainstream. 

On the other side are 
such respected Wall Street 
wacles as Albert Woji- 
lower of the First Boston 
Corp, and Henry Kaufman 
of Salomon Brothers, who 
argue that interest rates 
are about to proceed up- 
ward, possibly to levels 
which the economy might 
find extremely debilita- 
ting. In an economy where 
so much of what happens 
depends on borrowed 
money and on the ability to 
raise cash readily and at an 
affordable cost, the level 
of interest rates is of 
obvious and critical im- 
portance. And when bus- 
inessmen and financiers 
are denied any degree of 
certainty aboit what the 
level of rates will be in 
three or sbc ch- 12 moith's, 
their decisicm making and 
planning processes can 
turn timid and my(q>ic.

• As to the energy-efHciency of the home, check 
the amount and type of insulation, thickness of 
walls, number and location of windows, type of 
heating and much more. (Trees and shrubbery can 
play impOTtant roles in energy conservation, by 
keeping your home coder in the summer and 
warmer in the winter.) 

"Finally, a buyer should establish priorities 
regarding the home and neighborhood." Blumling 
said. "What must the home have and what can the 
family live without, for example. When families 
have established in advance what they really are 
looking fOT, the process will be much more easily 
managed."

It will cost you money to

How much insulation is 
enough? It depends on 
where you live. Northern 
climates usually require 
more, but homeowners in 
the South also need insula*- 
tion to save on coding 
costs. Insulation works 
both ways: heating and 
cooling. To find out the 
suggested insulation re- 
quirements in your area, 
consult a reliable home 
center or hardware etore 
that sells insulation. Both 
have ready reference cha- 
rts with up-to-date infwm- 
ation. 

Storm windows and 
doors are overlooked as an 
evergy-saving device. So 
is weatherstripping aro- 
und doors and windows. 
For example, a '/4-inch 
crack around your front 
door is equivalent to a 
6-inch square cut right 
through the front of the 
door. It costs less than 
SS.OO to weatherstrip and 
save the obvious heat- 
ing/cooling loss. 

Set-back thermostats - 



some are even computer 
programmed to clock set- 
tings - are extremely easy 
for a do-it-yourselfer to 
install, involving no more 
than connecting a couple 
of wires. 

Caulking compound is a 
wonderful energy-saver 
that's easy to apply in 
cracks around windows 
and doors and in breaks in 
exterior siding. But be 
smart and buy the caulk- 
ing that lasts for up to 20 
years or longer. It costs 
more, but you won't have 
to replace it every few 
years. Digging out the old 
caulking and applying new 
can be a tedious task.

Insomnia - A small raw onion, eaten fifteen to 

twenty minutes before retiring, is often the 

answer. It does work in many cases. 

A glass of warm milk with a teaspoon of brandy 

added is another proven method. 

Or turn the mattress" over and around. It often 

makes the difference. 

Iodine Stains On Linen, Removing - Rub the 

stained area with a slice of fresh lemon. If it doesn't 

work the first time, repeat the process. Wash in the 

usual way. 

Or you can try making a paste of dry mustard and a 

few drops of cdd water. Apply and let stand for 

four hours. Brush off the mustard. 

Iron, Qeaning - If the bottom of the iron is stained, 

sprinkle salt on a sheet of wax paper, then slide the 

lukewarm iron back and forth across the salted wax 

paper. Polish with a soft cloth, plus a few drq}s of a 

good silver polish. 

Or while the iron is hot, rub a candle (»ito the base. 

Now, rub it off and polish it with a thick, clean 

cloth. 

Or you can spray the ircm wit oven cleaner. Wait 

one minute, then wipe and polish. The small holes 

can be cleaned with a toothbrush. 

Note: Do not use oven cleaner on teflon-coated sole 

plates. 

Iron, Qeaning the Interior- Fill the cold steam iron 

with equal parts of white vinegar and water or pure 

white vinegar if it is very dirty. Steam over the sink 

for about five minutes. Let it stand for thirty 

minutes, then rinse it thoroughly with clean, cold 

water two or three times.

Last year, according to a 
Gallup study, 3 out of 10 
cigarette smokers either 
cut down or cut out smok- 
ing for the day. Close to 
4.5 million smokers actual- 
ly quit for the day. About 
2.3 million of these quit- 
ters were still not smoking 
1 to 1 1 days later. 

This year for these who 
have made the ccHnmit- 
ment to give up cigarettes 
at least fw a day and 
others who want to join 
in, the Virginia Division, 
American Cancer Society, 
will provide a Smoker's 
Hotline beginning at 8 
a.m. on the 17th through 6 
p.m. The toll-free number 
is 1-800-552-7996, in Rich- 
mond 359-1308. Society 
volunteers, most of whom 
are reformed smokers, will 
offer advice and suggest 
ways to keep from picking 
up a cigarette. 

The serious side of quit- 
ting will also be addres- 






sed. The Surgeon General 
has labeled cigarette 
smoking the "chief avdd- 
able cause of death in our 
society," Statistics bear 
this out. Smoking has been 
shown to be responsible 
for more than 75 percent of 
all lung cancer, the num- 
ber one cancer killer of 
men. By the end of the 
80's, lung cancer is ex- 
pected to replace breast 
cancer as the number one 
cause of death among 
women. 

In Virginia, interest and 
participation in the Smo- 
keout continues to in- 
crease. At Chesapeake 
General Hospital, the staff 
is having a bonfire.

Chaplain To Speak 
At Mayors Breakfast 



Dr. Richard C. Halverson, chaplain to the United 
States Senate since 1981 has recovered from a recent 
heart attack and will be in Norfolk to speak at the 
Eighth Annual Mayors Prayer Breakfast. The breakfast 
will be in Scope Convention Hall on Thursday, Novem- 
ber 17 at 6:45 a.m. 

The prayer breakfast is sponsored by the Law Enfor- 
cement Officer's Fellowship, with mayors from all 
southside Hampton Roads cities participating. An over- 
flow crowd of 2,000 participated in last year's event. It 
is anticipated the 1983 breakfast will be of similar size. 

Dr. Halverson is a native of North Dakota and atten- 
ded Wheaton College and Gordon College, obtaining 
his Th.B. from Princeton Theological Seminary in 1942. 
He has served as minister in Presbyterian churches in 
Hollywood, California, Kansas City, Missouri and 
Bethesda, Maryland before appointment as chaplain to 
the United States Senate. 



Microwave Safety 



Microwave ovens will speed up a lot of the 
holiday cooking in Virginia homes this year, and 
when the ovens are used according to manufact- 
urers' instructions they are safe. 

"Microwaves are short electromagnetic waves. 
A magnetrcx) in the oven converts household 
electrical energy into the higher frequency 
microwaves which heat the food," said Virginia 
Tech Extension specialist in home management 
and equipment, Janice E. Woodard. 

Microwaves produced by a microwave oven are 
non- ionizing radiation, she said. Icxiizing or 
ncxi-icmizing is a way of classifying radiated 
energy. A single wave of non-ionizing radiation 
cannot break apart atoms and mdecules of living 
matter. Other non-icmizing radiaticm includes 
infrared waves fron broiler elements, radio and 
television signals and marine and pdice radar. 

Icxiizing radiation includes x-rays and gamma 
rays which have proven useful in treating some 
illnesses because of their ability to break apart 
cells. 

"Toassure the safety of microwave coddng, the 
government has established strict limits on the 
level of energy emitted by the oven," said the 
faculty member in Virginia Tech's Cdlege of 
Human Resources. 

Advantages to using a microwave oven include 
speed and convenience. Usually foods cook in one 
quarter to cme half the amcxmt of time. Frozen 
foods defrost in minutes and cooked foods can be 
refreshed in seccmds oc minutes. 

"Among the disadvantages are that microwaves 
are limited with regard to methods of food 
preparation," said Ms. Woodard. Not ail food Will 
brown in a microwave. Pastas tend to get firm. 
Pastries are not as flaky as when conventionally 
baked. 

Meal management styles often have to change 
when using a microwave. Though cooking times 
are shorter, using the microwave oven requires 
m(xt constant attentim of the cook.

"Dogwood," a 90" X %" double bed-size quilt made 
in 1938 by the late Mary Hiles in Logan, Ohio, was the 
Viewers' Choice Winner in the Full-Size Quilt Category 
at the Tidewater Quilters Guild 5th Annual Quilt Show 
and Sale, held recently at the Virginia Beach Pavilion. 

The quilt, in subdued colors of white, grey and green, 
was fashioned from the design on Mrs. Hiles' dining 
room wallpaper. It is hand appliqued, hand em- 
broidered and hand quilted with all cotton fabrics and 
cotton batting. When it was new, it won two blue rib- 
bons in county fairs in Hocking Cdunty, Ohio. Mrs. 
Hiles' daughter, Letha Ackley of Virginia Beach, now 
owns the quilt. 

Viewers' Choice in the Wallhanging Category was 
First Grandchild's Quilt, a trapunto (or stuffed work) 
and corded piece of white whole cloth hand quilting, 
made by Louise Mancil of Hampton. The 40" x 43" 
quilted wallhanging is edged with lace to complete the 
look of delicacy. 

In the Framed Wallhanging Category (any 
wallhanging with a hard edge), the Viewers' Choice was 
'a 20" square three-dimensional piece named "Prairie 
Point Pineapple," owned by Hez Boudreau and made 
by Janice Streeter, both of Virginia Beach. The Prairie 
Point technique of folding a square of fabric into a 
triangle for traditional use as edging on a quilt, has been 
employed here as the spikes on the soft sculpture 
pineapple. 

"Snow White and the Dwarf," a child-size quilt, 
machine appliqued and hand quilted by Ann Skoczynski 
of Norfolk, was the Viewers' Choice in the Small Quilts 
Category. The colprful design was taken from an old 
children's coloring book. 

Viewers' Choice in the other category (which included 
all entries which were not intended for use on a bed or 
for hanging on the wall) was a table cover "Basket of 
Tulips," hand pieced and hand quilted by Dorothy 
Belangia of Chesapeake. This piece was made from an 
old pattern which Janette Nanney owned and shared 
with the Guild members earlier this year through their 
newsletter "Sew What?"

Social Services Help Stabilize Families 



During the calendar year of 1982. the Virginia 
Beach Department of Social Services referred 41 
cases of possible child abuse to the Virginia Beach 
Police Department for prosecution. 

Responding to the magnitude and seriousness 
of this problem, the Pdicc Department and the 
Social Services Department formed a Virginia 
Beach Family Trauma Team in May. 1983. In the 
Srst four months of operation the Virginia Beach 
Family Trauma Team has investigated 157 cases 
of possible child abuse. These cases include 
sexual abuse, physical abuse and neglect. The 
Family Trauma Team utilizes a coordinated 
multi-agency approach to investigate and deal 
with such abuse or neglect of children in Virginia 
Beach families.

The role 
of the police investigates is to investigate the 
allegations as as well as identify, charge and 
arrest the offender. The social workers role is to 
investigate the cases with the pdice investigates, 
to ensure protection of the child and to provide 
family assistance throjgh case management. TTic 
Commonwealth Attorney handles the prwecutioi 
of the offender. Each reported case of child abuse 
is investigated by one w more social worker and 
pdice investigate within 24 hours of reaiving 
tlw complaint. This 24-hair resp«»$c has been 



made possible through the cooperation of 
biteract. TTic Family Trauma Team is the primary 
investigative unit for child sexual abuse fe the 
Qty of Virginia Beach. 

The Family Trauma Team also wwks coopera- 
tively with community resources and other 
professicmals to provide this consistent, empathic 
and effective method of dealing with child abuse. 
Medical professionals provide medical treatment 
fw the child as well as medical/legal evidence 
when needed. A Therapeutic Treatment Team 
provides intervention and support services to 
assist in the rehabilitation of the offender and in 
the stabiliration of the family members. The 
"Parents United" group provides support and 
self-help to its members. 

Utilizing this multi-agency approach to child 
abuse has resulted in prom{M investigations and 
services, as well as skilled and sensitive treatment 
(rfthe child and other family members.

The good news is, fewer pec^le 
than ever are smoking cigatettes. The 
bad news is, they arc smoking more 
cigarettes than ever before and the 
segment of the pc^uiatim most likely 
to die from lung cancer in the 1980's 
is young women. 

"If we could predict that in the next 
yev 1 .000 sddiers are going to die in 
Nicaragua, the entire USA would go 
into panic," said Dr. R.S. Talreja, a 
non-smoking Virginia Beach internist. 
"But we know ^,000 women arc 
going to die next yfc^ from cancer ot 
a related illness..." 



ainicians view cigarette smoking 
as a preventable disease, but they 
also admit it's as hard in swne cases 
to get a smoker to quit cigarettes as it 
is to get a heroin junkie to kick the 
habit. For these pet^le, their physical 
mctabdism has become addicted to 
nicotine, the psychoactive chemical 
drug in cigarettes. 

"There arc tht»e who are chemi- 
cally addicted to cigarettes," said 
Talre^. "Their smoking pattern is 
difl'crcnt. They don't care what brand 
they smc*e. They would need a 
cigarette every 20 or 30 minutes. This 
means they are taking in a dose of

•If a wcmian smokes, her 
chances of develc^ing lung can- 
cer—once thought to be primar- 
ily a male disease-are 5 times 
greater than that of a noismok- 
ing wcman. 

•Though the percentage of 
women smokers is declining, 
mwe wcmien are smoking and 
smoking more heavily than they 
have in the past, causing lung 
cancer death rates to rise. By 
the end of the '80's, it is 
expected that lung cancer will 
surpass breast cancer to be- 
axne the number CHie cancer 
killer among w(xnen. 

•Pregnant wwnen who smoke 
have a higher rate of miscar- 
riage, stillbirths, premature 
births, and ccxnplications of 
pregnancy. More of their 
babies die socmi after birth than 
those of n<»ismoking mothers. 

•The overall death rate of 
wonen-even young women- 
who smoke and use birth ccm- 
trcri pills is about three times 
higher than that of ncxismoking 
pill users. Wcwnen who use wal 
coitraceptives and smoke have 
a ccmsiderably higher risk of 
strokes, heart attacks, and 
blood clots in their legs. 

Women who smoke heavily 
have nearly three times as 
much brcmchitis and emphy- 
sema, about 75% mart chroiic 
sinusitis and 50% more peptic 
ulcers than wanen who do not 
smoke. 



•Adolescent and adult 
women are mco'e likely than 
men to smoke low tar and 
nicotine cigarettes, smoke 
fewer cigarettes per day and 
inhale less deeply. 

•After stopping smoking, a 
woman's risk of developing 
lung and laryngeal cancer drops 
slowly, equalling that of non- 
smokers after 10-15 years. 

•Babies horn to smoking 
mothers generally are smaller 
in size and weigh less than 
babies born to nonsmoking 
women. If a wcMnan gives up 
smddng early during preg- 
nancy, her risk of delivering a 
low birthweight baby approach- 
es that of a nonsmoker. 

•AmcMig employed women, 
white collar workers are some- 
what mcx'e likely to smoke than 
those in other occupations. 
Women earning m<xe than 
$25,000 a year smoke more 
than any other group of fe- 
males. 

•Adult wcrnien are beginning 
to quit smoking at rates c(xn- 
parable to adult men. Like men, 
wonen most likely to succeed 
in quitting are those at higher 
education and income levels. 
Half of the college graduates 
who ever smoked cigarettes are 
now fwmer smokers. 

•Addescent and adult black 
women are more likely to be 
smokers than their white peers, 
but they smoke fewer cigarettes 
per day than white wonen.

Who Gave Thanks First?

Tradition dies hard, especially in the "case of the first 
Thanl(sgiving." After having been born and raised in 
Massachusetts, having gazed with a child's wonder at 
Plymouth Rock, and having an ancestral' tie to a 
Mayflower passenger, I m6ved to Virginia in the early 
70's and listened to reports of the "first Thanksgiving" 
at Berkeley Plantation vA\h aHorror not unlike a chur- 
ch father's in the face of heresy. 

Of course this account must be apocryphal, some left 
over of regional antagonisms! In fact, I found that it 
was not and that the Pilgrims at Plymouth were indeed 
latecomers. 

In 1619, 38 Englishmen, funded by the London Com- 
pany, set sail from Bristol, England on the "Margaret." 
Their destination was the Berkeley Hundred on the 
James River. The settlers had been given a list of in- 
structions from their funding group, including one 
which stated: "Impr we ordalne that the day of our 
ships arrivall at the place assigned for planiacon in the 
land of Viginie shall be yearly and perpetually keept 



holy as a day of Thanksgiving lo Alinighily Ood." 
Whether the instruction was included by someone 
who knew of the hardships lo be endured during an 
ocean crossing, by someone who would breathe a sigh 
of relief over an investment saved, or by someone truly 
thanking Gcxi for safe passage to a new life and country 
will never be known. It is known, however, that upon 
landing at the Berkeley landing on December 4th, the 
settlers followed the instructions from London and held 
a Thanksgiving observance on that date. 

In 1958 a group was organized to seek recognition of 
the Virginia origin of the holiday. A letter from the 
White House on Nov. 30, 1962 was. the first official 
recognition lo be followed by a Thanksgiving Day 
Proclamation issued by President John F. Kennedy on 
Nov. 4, 1963. It will remain one of history's interesting 
footnotes that a Massachusetts born president 
legitimized Virginia's prior claim to what bad 
traditionally been considered a holiday wiih in- 
dlisputable Massachusetts roots. 

What is really important, however, is not who gave 
thanks first: the colonists in Virginia in 1619 thankful 
for having safely reached their destination, or the 
Pilgrims in Ma.ssachusetts in 1621 thankful for having 
survived the harshness of their first year. What seems 
important, the true staff of tradition^ is the courage 
and conviction of these settlers who left everything they 
had previously known to sail to this country to begin a 
new life, a life full of hardship and challenge, but a life 
and a land for which they could still be thankful. It is 
the spirit of these settlers, both those at Berkeley and 
those at Plymouth that we should recall at Thanksgiving 
1983.

I usually stay away from entertainment that includes Flea Markets, Garage 
Sales, and mass events such as the Pottery Factory. I find the atmosphere at 
such events normally chaotic, congested, often hot or cold depending on the 
season, and I usually leave feeling as if a bath is necessary. I am a sensible 
person so I realize bargains may be found, hours of enjoyment received, and a 
wider diversity of life experienced, but I have not been able to avdd feeling 
"Out of Place." 

If your attitudes are similar to mine cm' if you just have neglected visiting the 
1001 Mart and Auctiwis, 1 reccwmncnd you reconsider. Friends told me about 
the "Different" Flea Market that has "removed the Flea." They told me 
about a neat, cool, Aiendly place where you .could enjoy an hour or a day. 

I drove out to the Mart's location at 2981 South Military Highway fully 
expecting to see a row of dilapidated buildings or at worst, automobiles 
arranged in a semi-circle. I noticed the billboard on 1-64 which had a leading 
caption: 

"Come One, 
ConuAU, 
And You WiU See ■ 
Wha a Fka Market Looks like mien You Remove the Flea" 

Wh«n I saw that billboard I knew that considerable effnt had gone into 
making something unique in Qiesapeake. 

1 missed the first turn at the South Norfolk exit, but 1 found the Deep Creek 
exit was just as ccmvenient. I was pleasantly surprised to find the building was 
large, extremely new in appearance, and conveniently situated on the corner 
of South Military Highway and Canal Drive. ..thus providing easy access to 
the parking lot. 1 deliberately visited during the late afternoon assuming no 
(Mie would be there. People normally eat supper at 6 1^, don't they? 
Well-there were a few empty parking spaces, but not many! 

When I (^ned the front doOT several observations crowded my mind: 1) 
"Lode how clean this place is" 2) "This whole building Is air conditioned" 3) 
"How spacious the area feels." 1 walked down Main Street until 1 reached 
Lee's Town Square. {Oh yes, there are avenues within the building created by 
the separations between the individual booths and each hallway (Street) has 
it's own name.) 

Immediately in frwit of me was the CaUlogs Galore. It occupies the central 
portion of the building with the booths and auctim area surrounding it on both 
sides. Catalogs Galore displays fine solid mahogany Victorian reproducti<Mis. 
traditional living room furniture, and a cherry bedrown suite. It is filled with 
catalc«s. catalogs, and more catalogs with all types of furniture imaginable to 
satisfy each individual's taste. I was told they special order furniture items 
and the price you pay is so close to wholesale, many customers are suprised at 
the price. I looked out fran Catalogs Galore showroom at the carpeted 
walkways (Streets) and the clean, wdcrly booths. 1 was amazed to see fine 
quality furniture situated around the square providing rest fix the weary 
shoppers. 

O.K., the Mart's great looking and they do claim to have "removed the 
Flea" but their prices must be high. Surprise! Surprise! Surprise! 1 learned 
very quickly that the prices were at Flea Market levels. 1 purchased a small 
crystal bell in Mar-Jean's 0, a shop which has excellent antiques and 
collectibles. From there I walked down Sunset Boulevard and visited shops 
such as Wood 'n' Stuff: where wood frames, towel racks, and all sorts of novel 
wooden items reside. The Lock Shop: a locksmith that actually does 
emergency road work. The Second Time Around: a shc^J filled with items for 
the experienced browser. They have tapestries, furs, toys, etc., just about 
anything you could want. 

1 was pleasantly surprised upai visiting Newsome's Specially Shop. 1 
noticed a Dressing Booth! How many Flea Markets allow you to try on the 
merchandise befwe you buy it? Mr. Ntewsomc wanted me to know that this 
Mart was really a Flea Market even though it looks like a nice department 
store. M.C's Junquc Sboppc was my next stqj, but don't be mislead by the 
smind of the name because it represents a mcmtage of various glassware and 
articles of interest. 

I stopped in the Earasia/ Americana Collectibies shc^ which was full of 
varied c*jects: toys, objects of art, and Pcx'celains from Italy. You must see 
the fine items in this shc^, fix some rival anything in Qient. I turned the 
corner and walked dcwn 5th Avenue. I visited J & B Jewelers where you can 
find silver, gold, and costume jewelry as well as hand made solid brass items. 
In other wwds a complete jewelry stwe for the most discriminate. A little 
further down you sec Ann's -Art Kmporiuni where you can have quality 
framing done at a very modest price. 

I now turned down Elvis Presley Boulevard which had such shops a.s The 
C^wntry Basket, Forty Acres Spread and The BaiKaiii Nook. The Covnlry 
Basket has items that would add charm to any home. Forty Acres Spread 
ofrered quilts and blankets tokecp you warm. The Bargaia Nook was just that, 
with many items such as kitchen and bath housewares. Canon towels, and a 
special wdcr section for Christmas ceramics. All offered items at a very

nicotine every lime they light a 
cigarette. That's the chemical that is 
psychoactive; that's what people are 
addicted to. It actually wwks in the 
brain and changes the neurochemicals. 
A person is addicted to nicotine like a 
heroin addict is addicted to heroin." 

Not all cigarette smokers are 
addicts. S(»ne may smoke for the 
stimulation. 

"Sane smoke purely because they 
enjoy the handling of cigarettes," 
Talreja said, "these are classically 
individuals who smoke fancy cigar- 
ettes, they like unwrapping the cigar- 
ette, they like to tamp the cigarette, 
they carry very beautiful lighters. 
This represents perhaps, some child- 
hood orientation and is a handling, 
manipulative type individual. They 
don't know they're doing it. They're' 
the ones who will quit because they 
are ncx chemically addicted." 



Others smoke under pressure. 

"The cigarette to them is a crutch 
to relieve tension," Talreja said. 
"They have associated this over the 
years so that they know when they 
have a crisis to face, they sit down in 
a chair, hght a cigarette. That relaxes 
them." 

These people, instead of smoking, 
shcxild walk, shower, rub face, breathe 
deeply, chew mints. 

Smoking has become socially 
acceptable behavior, although re- 
search is proving that a cigarette's 
side-stream smoke is poisoning other 
people. For this reascm, it is likely 
that the rights of non-smokers will be 
elevated in the public's eye and 
attempts to limit cigarette commer- 
cial advertising will continue. 

The current concern over young 
women with cancer covers their 
population segment which started 
smoking heavily during the I960's

and I970's when women's liberation 
was receiving a lot ol attention. 
During this time, cigarette companies 
began marketing their sales efforts 
towards females. Now, 20 years later, 
those smokers are running a good risk 
of dying. 

"Yes, cancer in females is a 
commcxi diagnosis we make," Dr. 
Talreja said. "Yes it is increasing. We 
are seeing more and more of it. 

"It all started happening since 
abcnit I%4-65. The entire target was 
to get women to because it was 
associated with the liberation of the 
females," Talreja continued. "It takes 
10 or 15 years of exposure to get 
cancer. The women smoking in 
1960-64, now 1980 and '84 are 
beginning to show more and more 
cancer." 

The smoking threat to females is 
continuing. 

"It's a trend we are seeing; it's a 



very dangerous trend. By the next 
couple of years we will be seeing lung 
cancer in females exceeding any other 
cancer in females, even breast can- 
cer." 

Cigarette smoke is a mixture of 
various poisonous gases, including 
"what Hitler was using in the gas 
chamber to kill the Jews," Talreja 
said. The doctor is concerned not only 
for smoker's health, but for the 
non-smokers who live with smokers. 

"I think down the road there might 
be law suits on this," Talreja said. 
"There is some evidence that the 
sidestream smoke of the tobacco, 
coming off the tip, is more poison- 
ous," than the smoke the smoker is 
inhaling through the filter. 

"The fact that I don't smoke must 
be respected."

"The markets don't 
wait for Congress and the 
elections," Voicker told a 
luncheon audience at the 
National Associaticm of 
Realtors 1983 Annual 
Convention here. He not- 
ed, however, that the 
prospect of deficit-redu- 
cing action during this 
session of Congress "ap- 
pears to be near the 
vanishing point." 



TTie political pain that 
CcMigress fears if it took 
the actions needed to cut 
uiiink spending "seems 
to overwhelm the general 
good" that would result 



from lower deficits, Voi- 
cker said about cMigres- 
sional reluctance to make 
the needed fiscal changes 
this close to the November 
1984 elections. 

The Fed chairman said 
the United States needs a 
program in place now that 
"works progressively to 
take a bite out of the 
deficit." He encouraged 
the National Association 
of RealtcM's to persevere 
with ' its deficit-reduction 
efforts. 

Vdcker, who was intro- 
duced by NAR 1983 Pres- 
ident Hbrley W. Snyder 
as "the second most po- 
werful man in America," 
disputed the notioi that 
remedial budget action 
could wait until after the 
presidential and congres- 
sicmal elections. "How 
can we be so sure of 
that," Voicker asked rhe- 
torically. "It seems to me 
too dangerous to wait that 
long." 

Voicker emphasized 
that the Fed will not allow 
the progress that has been 
made against inflation 
during the last several 
years to be threatened. 
"None of us wants to 
return to the inflaticm 
rdler coaster" that has so 



severely damaged .inter- 
est-sensitive industries 
such as real estate, he 
said. 



DetaiUng the progress 
that has been made to- 
ward stabilizing prices, 
Vdcker said productivity 
is rising once again after 
it"basically stopped by 
the end of the 1970s." 
Energy and other raw 
materials are in good sup- 
ply, which, together with 
competiti(Mi, helps to keep 
prices down, he said. 

Wages and salaries, 
which represent two- 
thirds of all the costs of 
the eccmcMny, have drqj- 
ped to half the rate of 
growth experienced seve- 
ral years ago, and real 
(inflatim-adjusted) wages 
after taxes are rising, he 
noted. 

But "there still are a 
good many problems out 
there," he said. As a 
result, investors remain 
skeptical about the future 
of inflation, which Voicker 
cited as a factor in 
keeping inflation-adjusted 
interest rates higher than 
they should be. He added 
that the Fed has no alter- 
native but to continue

monetary policy and to 
restrain the growth of 
money and credit in order 
to prevent the recurrence 
of major price increases. 

Federal deficits are one 
reason for the skepticism 
that inflation will be kept 
in check, he said. Noting 
that government financ- 
ing accounts for 40 per- 
cent of the total increase 
in the supply of credit, he 
declared that this level 
cannot be tolerated during 
a recovery when private 
investment needs are 
growing. 

Voicker cautioned that 
the faster the economy 
grows, the more likely it is 
that the squeeze (mi credit 
resulting from competi- 
tion between high govern- 
ment and private borrow- 
ing needs will grow 
WOTse. "The possibility of 
crisis is real," he declar- 
ed. 

To prevent that 
squeeze, the National As- 
socation of Realtors is 
urging Congress and the 
Reagan administration to 
make significant changes 
in tax and spending poli- 
cies that will produce 
substantially lower defi- 
cits. The association is 
pressing fix reduction in 
tax bracket indexing and 
cost-of-living adjustments 
for ncm-means-tested en- 
titlement programs to in- 
creases in the consumer 
price index minus 3 per- 
centage pdnts, instead of 
the full CPI increase spec- 
ified under current law. 

On another subject, 
Vdckcr urged congres- 
sioial passage of legisla- 
ti«i providing additional 
support for the Internatio- 
nal Mwietary Fund. That 
support could help to pre- 
vent a "full-blown crisis" 
in the international mone- 
tary system, Voicker indi- 
cated. He said the IMF i« 
crucial to managing suc- 
cessfully effais to lesien 
the strain on the interna- 
tional mcmetary system 
caused by mounting dcbtJi 
of developing cwintrics.

First Thanksgiving Day. "Our harvest being gotten 
in, our governor sent four men on fowling, that we 
might after a special manner rejdce together after we 
had gathered the fruit of our labors. The four in one day 
killed as much fowl as, with a little help beside, served 
the company almost a week. At which time, amongst 
us, and among the rest their greatest king Massasoit, 
with some ninety men, whom for three days we 
entertained and feasted, and they went out and killed 
five deer, which they brought to the plantation and 
bestowed on our governor, and upon the captain and 
others. And although it be not always so plentiful as it 
was at this time with us, yet by the goodness of God, we 
are so far from want that we often wish you partakers of 
our plenty." As James Deetz and Jay Anderson pcant 
out in "The Ethnogastronomy of TTianksgiving" 
{Saturday Review of Science, Nov. 25, 1972), this scde 
eyewitness description of the festival we now consider 
the first Thanksgiving - it's by Edward Winslow - 
nowhere mentions any giving of thanks. Indeed, it 
bears little relationship to the image of pious sobriety 
and heaven-directed gratitude we now assume the 
"first Thanksgiving" to have been in Deetz's and 
Anderson's words, "What took place on that fall day 
some three-and-a-half centuries ago is best understood 
as the first harvest festival held on American soil, the 
acting out of an institution of great antiquity England 
the Pilgrims had left behind. It was a time for joy, 
celebration, and carousing, far removed from any 
suggestion of solemn religious concern." 

As the authors go on to point out, the nigrims did not 
choose "a solemn day of Thanksgiving" to "formalize 
their thanks to God." Rather, they qjted fw a day of 
"revelry, sports, and feasts" l(mg known to them, back 
In England, as Harvest Home.

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Rising Rental Costs 
Seen Through 80's 

By Roger Pyle 



Renters of homes and 
apartments will find their 
housing costs taking a 
bigger slice of their 
paychecks as the 1980s 
progress. 

Many qualified obser- 
vers believe economic for- 
ces and the changing 
makeup of the population 
in this country will create 
heavy demand for rental 
dwellings at a lime when 
the supply of those 
properties is com- 
paratively modest. "For 
most of the 1970s, in most 
of the country, rents were 
a real bargain," says 
Lewis Bolan, Vice 
President of Real Estate 
Research Corp., a con- 
sulting firm. Rents are not 
headed for "exorbitant" 
levels, he maintains, but 
renters who have grown 
used to spending less than 
25 "^0 of their income for 
housing may find that per- 
centage heading up 
toward 30. 

Generalizations about 
real-estate trends nation- 
wide have their 



limitations. Real Estate 
markets are very local 
creatures, and what's 
happening in Cincinatti, 
or Denver, for example, 
may bear little resemblan- 
ce to conditions in 
Houston or Miami. 

Nevertheless, Bolan and 
other students of real 
estate say there are some 
strong national factors 
that appear likely to exert 
upward pressure on rents, 
and conversely to make 
investments in rental 
properties more attractive. 
Compared to such other 
types of real estate as of- 
fice buildings, shopping 
centers and hotels, rental 
housing was considered 
unappealing by many in- 
vestors and developers in 
the 1970s. Thus, apar- 
tments were "underbuilt" 
during that period, says 
Ayco Corp., a firm that 
specializes in personal 
flnancial planning. Like 
most other forecasts of 
economic and social tren- 
ds, this one isn't guaran- 
teed to be accurate. But

assuming that the logic 
behind it is borne out, 
how should people 
respond to protect, and 
maybe even improve, their 
own Hnances? 

Renters can consider 
signing the longest lease 
available, Bolan says. 
Beyond that, they can 
redouble their efforts to 
accumulate enough 
savings to buy a home or 
condominium. 

Rising rents would 
enhance the appeal of 
owning, say, a two-family 
home-an option open to a 
sizable number of people. 
But anyone contemplating 
such a move should be 
aware that rental property 
ownership, even a small 
scale, require active 
management.
